Lake-Cook Road seen 
as spur to industry 


Construction 
of 
Lake-Cook 
Road 


through Buffalo Grove and Wheeling will 
spur industrial growth and help relievo 
traffic congestion on Dundee Road, vll- 
lago managers of both suburbs predict. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson of Buffalo 


Grove said officials are looking for the 
road work to got the village on the track 
of Industrial growth. Wheeling Mgr. 
George Passolt, said ho sees the rond as 
a way to relieve heavily traveled Dundee 
Road. 


Work on the roadway is expected to 


begin next year making It a major east- 
west route between JUghland Park and 
Harrington. Lake-Cook now ends at Mil- 
waukee Avenue on the oast and at U. S. 
Hie. 12 on the west. 


For Buffalo Grove, Larson said the 


facelifting should spark the Industrial 
growth that the village has long ex- 
pected. He said the road will present 
easy access to a 700-acro site the village 
has set aside for such expansion. 


THE LARGELY undeveloped property 


currently lies east of the village but is 
zoned for Industrial use. The site was In- 
cluded In the village's comprehensive 
plan for future growth and anticipated 
road improvements that would attract 


the flow of Industrial development. 


THE AREA NOW Is "landlocked" for 


lack of adequate access, something that 
Larson said has been keeping developers 
away from Buffalo Grove. 


"Without Lake-Cook Road," Larson 


said, "Industrial growth and expansion in 
our town is limited." Ho said, however, 
that once the $3 million project is well un- 
der way Buffalo Grove will experience a 
"domino effect" of Industry over about a 
10-year period. 


"Buffalo Grove will see a lot of firms 


in the planning stages, under construc- 
tion or already occupying space," ac- 
cording to Larson. 


In 1(5 Buffalo Grove stage, Lake-Cook 


road will be widened to four lanes but 
will be relocated to run behind the vil- 
lage hall on Raupp Boulevard. The vil- 
lage board gave the Cook County High- 
way Dcpt. a'green light for widening and 
rerouting earlier this year. 


LARSON SAID HE has been told a 


number of developers have indicated in- 
terest In setting up shop in Buffalo Grove 
DS soon as the project begins to take 
shape but said "they (developers) don't 
want to commit themselves until they'c 
assured o! access." 


Son, 9, neighbors save 
woman from attacker

Police credit the cool thinking of a 


0-year-old Arlington Heights boy In sav- 
ing the life of his mother In a predawn 
knife attack In her bedroom. 


The accused assailant, Emory J. 


Lounsbury, 62, of Elgin, attacker Diane 
Kottke In her bed at 005 S. Walnut Avo., 
with a knife, police said. Her son ran to 
a neighbor's house after he found the 
telephone-lines at his home had been cut 
by the Intruder. 


Lounsbury, formerly of S S. Drydcn 


PI., Arlington Heights, had to be subdued 
by police even though ho had been 
stabbed once In the back by his intended 
victim and fought with two men neigh- 
bors after being struck In the head with 
a steam Iron. 


Lounsbury was listed In Improved 


condition Sunday at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital where he Is recovering 
from his injuries under police guard. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Kottko, 29, a di- 


vorcee, was awakened in the predawn 
hours Friday when she saw a man with a 
flashlight enter her bedroom. She told 
police she at first thought It was one of 
her two children, but the man Jumped on 
her and said he was going to kill her. 


The Intruder stabbed her once In the 


left armpit, and Mrs. Kottke called out to 
bar son, who war In the room, to tele- 
phone the police. 


The boy tried the telephone but dis- 


covered the line was dead and ran to the 
house of a neighbor, Lawrence Severson, 
015 S. Walnut, crying: "Someone Is try- 
Ing to kill my mother!" 


Sovcrson told his wife to call police

Other road improvements scheduled to 


be undertaken in the next few years on 
Weiland and Busch Roads will make the 
industrial area even more attractive to 
large firms, he said. 


An Industrial park in the village would 


Increase the Buffalo Grove tax base by 
as much as $30 million, a large portion of 
which would come from building permit 
revenues, said Larson. Sizable increases 
in sales tax revenues can also be ex- 
pected. 


IN DISCUSSING THE impact of Lake- 


Cook road Improvment on Buffalo Grove 
Larson also pointed to the probability the 
project would cause a shift In the geogra- 
phical center of the village. 


The newly rejuvenated Dundee Road is 


currently looked upon as tho mid-point 
being the most heavily traveled area 
and the prime location for stores and 
shops. 


In addition to providing an access 


route to an industrial site, Lake-Cook will 
also open the way. to the proposed town 
center, according to Larson. 


A study is to begin early next month on 


the feasibility of creating the center on. a 
currently undeveloped 80-acro site north • 
of Lake-Cook between Buffalo Grove 
Road and HI. Rtc. 83. 


Village officials hope the center will 


servo as a downtown area for Buffalo 
Grove and that the concept will attract 
commercial businesses spurring further 
residential growth. 


TO WHEELING Village Mgr. George 


Passolt, Lake-Cook Road improvements 
will serve to provide more even traffic 
distribution on Wheeling streets. 


Ho said, however an improved Lake- 


Cook road would probably "lend itself" 
to further industrial development in 
Wheeling despite the fact the village al- 
ready has several developed industrial 
areas. 


Ho mentioned he has been contacted 


from tune to time by firms interested in 
developing but so far there has been

NEC board to review salary system

The Northwest Education Cooperative 


governing board has agreed to review 
the NEC's merit-salary plan after hear- 
ing complaints about the plan from the 
staff of Dwycr School for emotionally 
disturbed children. 


Board Pros. "Edith Freund said. the 


committee to review the salary, plan \vlll 
meet in January. She said that in the 
meantime, Dwycr staff members should 
meet with NEC executive director Gloria 
Klnney to discuss their problems. 
"Members of the Dwyer staff appeared 
at the NEC board meeting Saturday to 
express their displeasure with the merit 
salary plan and to complain that they 
ore being left out of the planning for the 
school's program by the school's new 
principal, Michael Smith. 


FINIAN MURPHY, a psychologist at 


Dwyer, told the board the teachers have 
formed an "association of special educa- 
tion personnel" to work on the problems. 
Murphy said the teachers want "a realis- 
tic salary schedule" to replace the merit 
plan because some inexperienced teach- 
ers on the merit system have managed 
to negotiate higher starting salaries un- 
der the merit system than some experi- 
enced teachers at the school.

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Calypso fun at Martinique summit 
Progress on energy crisis 


FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique (UPI) 


— Reportedly making progress In talks 
on tho energy crisis and other world 
problems, President Ford and French 
President Valcry Glscard d'Estalng met 
twice Sunday In a Caribbean summit 
marked by compromise and Calypso- 
stylo fun. 


Tho summit got off lo a buoyant start 


when Glscard Indicated his nation had . 
decided to Join — although Indirectly - 
with other oil-consuming nations In a 
U.S.-sponsorcd effort to shape a unified 
petroleum strategy. 


Glscard's change from his earlier go-It- 


alone energy policy — which had includ- 
ed a call for oil producers, oil consumers 
and underdeveloped countries to meet 
without any prior agreements by the In- 
dustrialized consuming nations — ap- 
peared to set tho stage for a new Anglo- 
American cordiality. 


The two presidents, serenaded regu- 


larly by stcfll bands and entertained by 
Calypso dancers and gala dinner parties, 
also reportedly discussed the world re- 
cession, International monetary reform, 
food shortages and tho Middle East. A 


U.S. spokesman said the talks had been 
"very good." 


Ford and Glscard spent a total of 3 


hours and 35 minutes In formal summi- 
try But tho two leaders were together — 
and talking — In an informal setting 
through much of the rest of tho day on 
this French West Indies island. 


The first formal session lasted 1 hour 


and 35 minutes In the gold-curtained Bou- 
gainville room of the Hotel Merldlcn, 
Ford's residence overlooking the sunlit 
blue waters of Fort do France Bay. 


Following lunch break at a plantation 


porchcd on the side of a live volcano, Mt. 
Pelce, and a dip In the plantation's 
swimming pool, the two men returned to 
tho Meridicn for another two-hour con- 
ference. 


A third round of formal talks was 


scheduled Monday before Ford's return 
to Washington. 


"Energy was discussed in an amicable 


fashion and In depth," presidential press 
secretary Ron Ncsscn.said. "The con- 
tacts of the two presidents have been 
very good. Tho personal contacts have 
been very relaxed.*'

Lowcnstein 
added witnesses testified Sirhan was "at least two feet" from 
Kennedy, while tho autopsy report indicated tho fatal shot 
was fired from almost point blank range — "about an Inch 
from his right car."

Tax break priority in new Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Democratic 


and Republican political leaders agreed 
Sunday there can be no "quick-fix" .tax 
break for low and middle Income Ameri- 
cans without simultaneous tax reform to 
raise revenues from other sectors of 
society. 


Rep. Philip Burton, D-Callf., chairman 


of the Democratic Caucus, and Rep. 
John Anderson, R-IIL, chairman of the 
Republican Conference, said in a joint in- 
terview on ABC-TV that a tax cut for 
Americans hurt most by inflation will be 
a top priority for the new Congress con- 
vening in January. 


But Burton said such action had to go 


hand-in-hand with other reforms, pre- 
sumably increasing corporate and higher 
income taxes. 


"I'd be a little reluctant for a quick tax 


break ... or tax reduction for the low 
and middle income people if the price we 
then pay in tho next Congress makes it 
impossible to get decent tax reform," he 
said. Anderson agreed. 


"It seems to me if we went in for a 


quick-fix or simply passing very quickly 
some kind of tax-cut proposal, that 
maybe reform then would be more diffi- 
cult to achieve," said Anderson. 


"We can't afford to run just an ex- 


traordinarily huge deficit that might bo 
caused by tax relief . . . We've got to 
have reform that will produce additional 
revenues at the same time." 


Nevertheless, there were indications 


that a tax cut will fly through the new 
Congress — especially in the wake of No- 
vember's 400,000 increase in joblessness 
and by predictions of 8 to 10 per cent 
unemployment this winter.

Israel Sunday rejected as "absurd

Brezhnev, general secretary of the Soviet 
Communist party.

So many people are neglecting to get 


Immunity shots that doctors fear the sev- 
en one-time scourges of childhood — 
polio, mumps, measles, rubella, diph- 
theria, lockjaw and whooping cough — 
m a y strike American 
communities 


again. 


Some of these diseases, in fact, already 


are occurlng in areas of the country with 
unwarranted frequency, according to Dr. 
John Witte, director of the immunology 
division of the national Center for Dis- 
ease Control in Atlanta. 


"This Is cause for concern," said 


Wltte. "If we don't do a good job in re- 
versing some of these trends, we are go- 
ing to have some problems." 


In 1973, national surveys indicated that" 


approximately 5.8 million of the nearly 
14 million 1 to 4-year-old children were 
unprotected against polio, measles, ru- 
bella, diphtheria, whooping cough or tet- 
anus (lockjaw). Between 9 and 10 million 
children hi this same age group are cur- 
rently unprotected against mumps, Witte 
said, even though vaccines are available 
that will give almost 100 per cent protec- 
tion against all of these diseases. 


The problems, according to Don Sten- 


house, a public health advisor In the 
CDC's immunology branch, are that 
young parents today don't remember 
what terrors those diseases wcic at one 
time, and that doctors have seen so few 
cases in recent years, thanks to vac- 
cines, that many of them are not pre- 
ventive-medicine conscious and concen- 


trate only on curing diseases. - 


Meanwhile in Washington, Richard 0. 


Simpson, chairman of the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, accused the 
Justice Department Sunday of dragging 
its heels in prosecuting manufacturers 
who put dangerous products on the mar- 
ket. He declined to say exactly how 
many cases his agency has unsuccessful- 


ly tried to get the department to pursue, 
but he said it is not "filing the cases we 
think should be filed." 


Simpson said his 8-month-old agency 


needs added authority to initiate prose- 
cution on its own. It presently has juris- 
diction over 10,000 products turned out by 
200,000 plants and coming hi through 250 
ports of entry.

'Great quake9 hit 163 years ago today 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - One hundred 


sixty-three years ago today, a great 
earthquake devastated parts of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley and awakened people as 
far away as Pittsburgh and Norfolk, Vu. 
A geophysiclst says the same thing could 
happen again. 


The shock occurred on Dec. 16, 1811 


and was followed by two quakes just as 
severe in January and February of 1812 
to create what Dr. Otto W. Nuttll says 
"must have been the most frightening se- 
quence of earthquakes ever to occur in 
the United States." 


Nuttli, professor of geophysics at St. 


Louis University, estimates from news- 
paper accounts of the damage and from 
the vast area covered that ,the three 
quakes had a magnitude of about 8 on 


the Rlchter scale. That would be almost 
in the class of the 1906. San Francisco 
earthquake. 


Because earth's crust tends to soak up 


earthquake energy in the West, but not 
in the East; the Mississippi Valley quak- 
es actually had the potential for causing 
.damage over much greater areas. 


Nuttli said in a telephone interview 


that slight to moderate seismic activity 
continues in the central Mississippi Val- 
ley, indicating that a very large tremor 
could occur again. 


He said there now is no way to predict 


when such quakes would again hit the 
area, but he said a similar earthquake 
could strike as soon as tomorrow or as 
late as several thousand years from now. 
A small magnitude 4 tremor occurred 


last April. 


"Perhaps the greatest danger of all 


arises from the sense of complacency or 
perhaps total Ignorance about the poten- 
tial threat of a large earthquake," Nuttli 
said. He noted that people hi the central 
and eastern states are far less aware of 
tremors than Californians. 


Nuttli said the number of deaths from 


the 1811 quakes is unknown but he said 
the toll probably was not large because 
cabins in the area withstood the shaking 
well but chimneys were reported down 
as far away as Louisville, Ky. 


"Tho scene was one of devastation in 


an area which is now the southeast part 
of Missouri, the northeast part of Ar- 
kansas, the southwest part of Kentucky 
and the northwest part of Tennessee," 


Nuttli said in an article in the Earth-

Joint center for women set 


Harper College and the College of Lake 


County in Grayslakc will set up a cooper- 
ative center to serve women with a 
$21,000 state grant. 


Tho college board Thursday approved 


the cooperative, which will provide for a 
coordinator of women's programs who 
will work three days a week at Harper 
and two days at Lake County. Seminars 
and classes for women will be coordi- 
nated between the two schools. 


The $21,000 grant, which will run from 


January to December, 1975, has been 
provided by the Illinois Community Col- 
lege Board.

Teacher tenure 
reform merited 


At last there's a way to reform 


teacher tenure without stripping 
awoy the provisions which protect 
n teacher's academic freedom. 


The proposal Is legislation writ- 


ten by State Rep. Donald Dcustcr, 
n-Mundclein. It's designed to dis- 
courage job security for bad teach- 
ers, but without doing away with 
the protection teachers should en- 
joy against arbitrary firings. 


Under present tenure laws, a 


teacher receives lifetime tenure af- 
ter a two or three-year probationa- 
ry period. He or she can only be 
removed for the severest kinds of 
infractions. 


Dcustcr's plan provides: 
• After an initial probationary 


period a teacher would be given 
tenure for five years. At the end of 
that period the teacher would be 
evaluated, and If the teacher's per- 
formance was unsatisfactory, she 
or he would be given one year to 
Improve. If the teacher's perform- 
ance was still unsatisfactory after 
one year, the teacher could be 
fired. 


• School districts would be-re- 


quired to develop, with the help of 


teachers, an evaluation plan for all 
district teachers. Every year a 
t e a c h e r would be evaluated, 
whether or not that teacher was at 
the end of the fifth year of tenure. 
The evaluation in the fifth year 
would cover all previous years. 


• School 
administrators, 
in- 


cluding principals, would have the 
right to a public hearing before a 
school board could demote them. 
Previously, school administrators 
had no protection against arbitrary 
job changes. 


What's needed — and we believe 


Deustcr's bill accomplishes this — 
is a return to the basic purpose of 
tenure, which is to insure academ- 
ic freedom through the prevention 
of arbitrary firings for political be- 
liefs. 


Deuster's bill would protect that 


freedom, while discouraging teach- 
ers from becoming educationally 
lazy under the job security of ten- 
ure. 


For the sake of the children who 


benefit

Dcustcr's bill is very much in the 
public interest and 
should be 


passed by the legislature. 


An improved prognosis 


Tho people of Cook County, and 


especially the 10 members of the 
Cook County Board, should ap- 
plaud the progress that's been 
made of ridding tills county of its 
antiquated coroner's office.

would professionalize this process 
of determining the cause of sud- 
den, mysterious death.

6,1076, 
changeover.

tal, investigative medical system; 
cooperation with law enforcement 
agencies; full power to -conduct 
public hearings; and the utilization 
of data processing to help the of- 
fice's efficiency. 


Unresolved is the question of 


whether the medical examiner 
shall be a forensic pathologist (a 
physician trained In the analysis of 
the cause of death) or an ordinary 
licensed physician. 


More important, however, than 


the Issue of professional training is 
the overall attention which the 
county board will pay to this prob- 
lem. To date the committee has 
done an excellent job of reviewing 
the medical examiner system and 
outlining its role in Cook County; 
now it's up to the county board to 
develop a medical examiner ordi- 
nance and approve a process of se- 
lecting the best possible man for 
the new post.

Independents like system

. RISING SUN, Md. - It wasn't too 
many years ago when the Armstrong 
Telephone Company and many of the na- 
tion's other 
1,700 independent tele- 


communications corporations operated 
almost on the premise that if one strung 
a string between two tin cans he had a 
means of talking with his neighbor. 


Armstrong, for example, tied its lines 


to fcnccposts, jammed as many as 17 
homes to one party system, and set up 
receivers which, according to customers, 
had all the clarity of cat'scratches on 
patio slate. 


All of this has since changed, however, 


or most of it at least. There remain some 
primitives among the independents, such • 
as a one-man telephone company in Utah 
and a crank phone firm in northern 
Maine, but for tho most part the little 
guys these days operate at least as pro- 
gressively and efficiently as the industry 
giant, Bell Telephone. 


Armstrong, the only independent in 


Maryland, docs not have a black phone 
in its 12-mile service area, most of its 
cables arc buried, all of its electronics 
arc computerized, and in fact, as com- 
pany manager Ed Brown says, "We 
think we are one step ahead of Bell these 
days, we think we're better." 


Ho may be right in some ways. Arm- 


strong prides itself in having one-day in- 
stallation service for new subscribers; 
new Bell customers in many parts of the 
nation often wait several weeks for a 
hookup. Armstrong Sets its rates at 
"rock bottom," say $4 flat for a party 
lino and $1 for an extension; Bell sub- 
scribers almost everywhere have grown 


has "deepened dramatically," they 
report, and unless the supply im- 
proves there will be greater de- 
pendency on foreign suppliers, 
even higher prices and severe 
hardships on both industry and 
, residential customers. 


That may be true. However, re- 


cent experiences with oil taught us 
that increased prices do not neces- 
sarily result in increased supplies 
but instead can guarantee billions 
of dollars to the petroleum industry 
in increased profits invested in un- 
related fields.

"Some people still look on us indepen- 
dents as backward," says Armstrong's 
Davis, "but that's not right. The little 
companies have grown up." 


Indeed, America's phone independents, 


with 18 per cent of the telephone market, 
now serve slightly more geographical 
territory than Bell with its near monopo- 
listic lock. Further, according to statis- 
tics from the U. S. Independent .Tele- 
phone Assn., the small operators have 
jumped over the $4 billion mark in an- 
nual revenues and "arc now growing at 
a slightly faster rate than Bell." 


And actually, though most Indepen- 


dents arc of the piddly Armstrong mag- 
nitude, a few have considerable industry 
heft; General Telephone and Electronics 
out of Connecticut manages 11 million 
telephones out of 25 subsidiary operating 
c o m p a n i e s ih several northeastern 
states. 


Yet for all their maturation, and Im- 


pressive modernization, the independents 
seem oddly content with status quo. Nev- 


er in recent years have they led the cru- 
sade against Bell Telephone's (AT&T's) 
grip on the industry. Even now, as the 
government prepares suit to challenge 
AT&T's alleged anti-trust muscle, the in- 
dependents show no glee. 


"We are studying the suit," says an 


independent spokesman out of Washing- 
ton, "but I want .to make it clear that 
we have always been mostly satisfied 
with our relationship to Bell." 


The relationship assuredly has been 


good, and mutually profitable. The inde- 
pendents rely on Bell to provide long line 
(long distance) service, an operation 
which accounts for more than half the 
independents' revenue. Bell, on the other 
hand, relies on the independents to serve 
the rural areas of America, areas .which 
if handled by Bell would result In lower 
revenues for the city-oriented company. 


So there Is no hand-rubbing among 


most independents over AT&T's current 
legal predicament. In truth there is some 
worry. Says an independent official: "If 
they break up AT&T they may also 
break up Bell. If that happened, nobody 
knows what the result would be. We 
might all be faced with enormous new 
costs and responsibilities. The system 
works fine now; why mess with it?" 


The concern Is not just in the industry. 


Some telephone customers also wonder 
about massive system changes. Sub- 
scribers in Rising Sun, for instance, 
haven't had a rate increase in 11 years; 
"But you damn well know," says one, 
"that if the government starts getting its 
fingers into things, the first thing'Il hap- 
pen is higher prices."

School boundary puzzles taxpayer 


I'm writing to you because of a situ- 


ation here that I'm concerned about and 
which I feel you may be In a position to 
explain or help solve. 


In Dist 57, Gregory School is expected 


to close due to a drop in enrollment. 
Within a few blocks stands a group of 
townhouses, the children of which are 
bused in a circuitous route past Gregory 
School, across Kensington Road, to Dist. 
26 schools. I question, why? 


The children of the townhouses are re- 


ferred to in much the same way as kids 
In Chicago "projects" arc referred to, as 
some sort of breed apart — this cannot 
bo a helpful attitude for any of tho chil- 
dren. The townhouso kids must feel like 
strangers in their own nice neighbor- 
hood, a neighborhood in which they have 
no part. Many of the families ore tran- 
sient, which must further enforce feel- 
ings of estrangement. I question, "What 
sense does It make to alienate children 
from each other within a natural geogra- 
phical division?" 


It was patiently explained to me by 


school board member Edith Freund and 
Superintendent Suiter that the townhouse 
parents would need to petition Congress 
to effect a changed bounday. I question, 
"Do they (the townhouse residents) know 
that?" In a very Informal questioning of 
a few of the children, they expressed a 
wish that they could arise later and at- 
tend the school within walking distance 
of their tomes. 


Dr. Sutter explained that the town- 


houses do not produce enough taxes for 
Dist. 57 to educate their children, as It is 
spending $1,100 per year per child. I 
question, "How does Dist. 26 manage 
it?" The money saved by Dist. 26 on bus- 
ing, teachers, gasoline, etc., could be ap- 
plied to Dist. 57 to make up the deficit 
— couldn't it? The state's money should 
be worth just as much south of Kensing- 
ton as north of it. These are all Illinois 
kids. 


Gregory school was recently added 


onto — why? Wasn't the drop in enroll- 
ment foreseen? 


Finally, the Gregory School site was 


condemned farmland of Mr. Schroeder's 
for the public good. If no school exists 
there, why wouldn't it be logical to re- 
turn his land to him? I understand be 
has not accepted payment on the propety 
yet?

Cancer patients, however, need to talk 


about their Illness, Kelly said. "Wo have 
to bo realistic about It.

Kelly had been a newspaper man In 


Illinois and Iowa before he discovered he 
had cancer. Ho and his wife shared a 
hugo homo In Turlington, Iowa, with 
their four children, two dogs and an as- 
sorted number of stray cats. 


"Wo didn't think anything liko that 


could happen to our family," Mrs. Kelly 
told the audience. 


AS KELLY DEGAS missing days of 


work because of Illness, not yet diag- 
nosed as cancer, the family had to move 
out of their homo and Into a cramped, 
three-room apartment, she said. Kelly 
grow more and more uncomfortable, not 
realizing how critically ill he was get- 
ting.

Doctor helps children face death 


There Is llttlo being dono to understand 


terminally 111 cancer patients but there Is 
even less for dying children, said Dr. 
Elisabeth Kublcr-Ross, author of "On 
Death and Dying." Dr. Ross spoke at a 
"Make Today Count" seminar last week 
with founder Orvllle Kelly. 


Cancer among children between the 


ages of 1 and 4 is substantial, Dr. Ross 
sold. "I think children die much easily 
than adults . . . they can deal with it 
without making a big nightmare out ot 
It," she sold. 


Adults often think that children arc not 


capable of understanding death, but chil- 
dren can talk about death with someone 
who's comfortable with tho subject, Dr. 
Ross said. 


Some can talk of death and dying Ilko 


grownups but some have a much more- 
difficult time expressing themselves, she. 
added. 


THE TASK FOR parents of dying chil- 


dren Is to communicate with their child 
through symbolic language or symbolic 
nonverbal language. 


"Children (between 3 and 10 years old) 


very often talk with you, but not in the 
some language," Dr. Ross sold. Parents 
should look for other clues. Just asking 
the child if he wants to talk is not 
enough, Dr. Ross said. 


A nonverbal symbolic form of lan- 


guage can be a picture tho child draws. 
"Sometimes a dying child says he can't 
talk about It yet," Dr. Ross said. "Then 
you must try nonverbal language. Tho 
drawing by a dying child sometimes says 
moro than tho child can speak. 


For example, Dr. Ross was working in 


Switzerland with a dying boy who drew a 
picture of her. Basically a big tank filled 
the paper, It had a tiny figure standing in 
front of tho tank gun. The figure, pre- 
sumably the child, was carrying a small 
stop sign. 


"Ho knows he is dying and no's ex- 


pressing rage, anger and fear," she said. 


The last picture the boy drew was a 
"peace bird with sun shining on his 
wings." Tho last picture signified his ac- 
ceptance, Or. Ross said. 


IN NON VERBAL language, a child 


also can tell doctors he isn't dying, Dr. 
Ross said. There had been a case 
when one boy expressed in pictures that 
he wasn't going to die when medical au- 
thorities indicated otherwise. 


"Young children see death for the first 


time in real life when they see a dog get 
run over or a cat chasing a bird," Dr. 
Ross said. The child sees that mutilation 
Is associated with death, she added. 
When the doctor draws blood or gives the 
child a shot, the child may react 
violently because he believes his body is 
being mutilated, Dr. Ross said. 


At most times, four-year-olds view 


death as a temporary event. "Death oc- 
curs but does not last," Dr. Ross said. 
"It's typical for a young chKd. Death is 
not permanent, It's like sleep. 


Young children, when angered by a 


parent, often wish their mother or father 
dead. "If a parent dies, the child gets 
frightened when he tries all his "powers'1 


to get mommy back," Dr. Ross said. 
"The child becomes a hypochondriac and 
miserable. He feels he must be punished 
or must suffer. 


"THESE CHILDREN should have a 


neighbor, friend or minister visit them 
and convey to them that wishes do jut 
kill," Dr. Ross said. 


Young children should not be shielded 


from death in order to achieve a healthy 
concept of "death as a noble part, of 
life," Dr. Ross said. Children should be 
able to visit the hospitals and nursing 
homes to see the close friends or rela- 
tives. 


Dr. Ross emphasizes a dying patient 


should be told he Is loved, whether young 
or old. "Tell them you love them now 
and skip the schmaltzy eulogies after," 
she said. "Bring the flowers now." 


cried, 'Mom, for God's sake, I'm going to 
lose him!'" 


FOR WEEKS THE Kollys avoided 


talking to one another about his Illness. 
They hadn't told their children. 


"The children knew that something 


was wrong ... there was this tenseness 
in the house," Mrs. Kelly said.- "Kelly 
and I didn't talk about It. I gurus I didn't 
want to worry him and ho didn't want to 
worry me." 


Then ho decided he couldn't keep the 


grief and anxiety from his family any 
longer, Kelly sold. The couple had their 
much-needed talk and told their children 
during a family barbecue. 


" K n o w i n g that there's something 


wrong but not being able to talk about it 
and not getting answers Is much worse 
than finally facing things," Kelly said. 
"The honesty and openness take away 
tho fear." 


Kelly unintentionally began tho "Make 


Today Count" organization after writing 
an article nbout his experience for the 
Burlington Hawkoye. Tho wire services 
carried his story and subsequently Kelly 
was besieged with calls and letters from 
people with tho samo problems. 


"MAKE TODAY COUNT" started In 


January with a simple notion to let 
people gather to talk about their cancer 
problems. "The group doesn't do any- 
thing for tho people . . . they do it for 
themselves," Kelly said. "We only point 
out there is an alternative. You have to 
realize that you have to come to grips 
with death before you can face life." 


Learning to live with cancer and mak- 


ing tho most of tho remaining days are 
Important attitudes for cancer patients, 


Kelly sold. "We're all terminal." 
' There are about 30 chapters of "Make 
Today Count" In the United States and 
Canada. Like an evangelist on the road, 
Kelly has engaged In a full-time tour to 
tell cancer victims of tho organization. 
He speaks at hospitals, clubs, radio and 
television stations in hopes of reaching

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It's 'best' Lottery 
in the biggest 
shopping center

Illinois Lottcr) officials chose Wood- 


Hold Shopping Center for Its third mil- 
lionaire drawing Friday because It Is the 
world's largest shopping center and, they 
boast, the game Is the world's best. 


"It's a tremendous showplaco," said 


Ralph Batch, Lottery superintendent. 
"The decorations give the atmosphere of 
a dream world. I said on other occasions 
like this one that wo are selling dreams, 
hopes." 


Lottery people, Indeed, are impressed 


by what they have seen and heard of 
Woodficld. As one of them quipped fol- 
lowing last week's Bonanza drawing -at 
McCormlck Place, "You can fit this 
building inside Woodfldd. It's that big." 


THE CEREMONIES actually begin 


Thursday at 10:30 a.m. when the 20th 
Weekly Bonanza drawing will get under 
way In the mall. Prizes of 1300,000, 
$30,000 and 110,000 will bo given to final- 
ists who qualified with numbers chosen 
at the lakefront exposition hall. Numbers 
also will bo drawn for special "Trips to 
the Sun" contest 


Then, Friday at 0 p.m. the more lucr- 


ative prizes will bo given, including the 
first Installment of the $1 million jackpot. 
The super winner will receive $50,000- 
n-vear-for 20 years. Ono person will win 
a runnerup prize of $100,000 and another 
10 people will win $10,000 each. 


Batch said the Lottery is holding its 


millionaire drawing Just before Christ- 
mas to got into the holiday spirit. "Cer- 
tainly the millionaire winner will have 
the wherewithal to realize some of his 
dreams," ho sold. 


The opportunity to ploy to a crowd of 


several thousands is exciting to Batch 
because getting to ice the drawing first 
hand clears up somo of the mis- 
conceptions they have of the Lottery. Not 
th <t Batch would agree that the majority 


of tickctholdcrs still arc confused with 
the intricacies of the gome. 


"Our matlbag docs not indicate people 


misunderstand," Batch said. He sold 
people who win certainly understand the 
game. "It's the people who don't win 
who say they don't understand." 


STILL, NEARLY $4 million in prizes 


have gone unclaimed in the 'first five 
months of tho Lottery. "Many things con 
happen to Lottery tickets," Batch said. If 
the money is not claimed within a year 
from the drawing date it belongs to the 
state. Since the name of tho gome is win- 
ning (the more winners the more partici- 
pants), Batch Is upset with this devel- 
opment. 
' 


The 62-year-old former New Jersey 


Lottery chief and ex-FBI agent said the 
Lottery, to date, has been a "tremendous 
achievement, both financially and in tho 
enjoyment and entertainment it pro- 
vides." Ho added tho game will get bet- 
ter, with added incentives, and that a 
supplemental Lottery will begin next 
spring, tho details of which have not 
been finalized. 


Ho said the state stands to gross about 


$123 million by next August, short by $25 
million of early estimates. But, he sold, 
those predictions were made in 1972, be- 
fore the economy began to sag. 


Batch points to tho Lottery's "fairness 


and integrity" as factors which will draw 
more customers. 


Since tickets went on sale July 30, all 


phases of the game have run smoothly. 
Only a few "bad breaks" occurred. Be- 
cause of a first week delay In printing, 
Batch and his aides had to fly some tick- 
ets Into Chicago from Springfield. And 
lost Thursday, Gov. Daniel Walker's 
wife, Roberta, was grounded In tho state 
capital because of poor weather condi- 
tions. And, oh yes, the checks made out 
to tho 26 qualifiers In tho Bonanza draw- 
ing also remained in Springfield. They 
were mailed later.

Brucellosis still a threat

of tho dlieate. Some that know this Infection ezliti have little 
knowledge otherwise and, In (act, think the sources of the 
lllneii no longer exlit 


Brucellosis contrail are Indicated and have lessened the 


extent of the disease, but I understand It Is a health menace 
throughout the world. With proper knowledge, many people 
could avoid the disease. 


Fortunately, It Is not as common as It once was. Equally 


fortunate, tho medical profession has medicine that will cure 
It when It does occur. You arc right that It still Is a health 
problem. Most cases of brucellosis occur from drinking raw 
milk. Tho germs In tho milk enter the body through tho digea- 
tlvo tract and infect the person. About 5 per cent of tho cattle 
in the United States ore infected with brucellosis. 


The disease In man is characterized by recurrent fever. 


These con bo severe spiking fevers with intermittent chills. 
Tho lymph glands are swollen and there Is associated head- 
acho and joint aches. The diagnosis Is often suspected be- 
cause of tho nature of tho fever and the absence of other 
causes for tho fever. Tho diagnosis is established by finding 
tho germs. 


The Infection may cause almost no symptoms or severe 


sudden symptoms. It can also be chronic, causing persistent 
low-grade fever. The germs can be eliminated by ontimicrob- 
al treatment. In chronic cases, two or three courses of treat- 
ment may be necessary. 


THE DISEASE ALSO is called Malta fever because it was 


first described in British soldiers dying on the island of Malta 
from this infection. They got it from goat's milk. A Dr. Bruce 
described the disease, hence, the name brucellosis. It is also 
called Bang's disease, particularly among dairy men, after 
tho n*mo of tho man who first discovered It in cattle. Others 
know the disease as undulant fever, describing the undulating 
nature of the body temperature of the patient 


A small number of infections arc caused by the germs 


getting into a break in the skin from infected carcasses, usu- 
ally In slaughterhouse workers. 


In infected raw milk, tho organism can live under refrig- 


erated conditions about 10 days, and in cheese as long as 
three months. When a person gets Infected, the disease may 
become apparent within days or months after the germs en- 
ter tho body. Pasteurization of milk kills the germs. 


It is Important to realize that milk is excellent food, not 


only for us but for germs, too. Many diseases used to cause 
epidemics as mllkborno diseases. Pasteurization and strict 
standards have eliminated tho massive problem. There still 
are Isolated areas In tho United States, however, where un- 
controlcd raw milk is available/This is even more true on a 
worldwide basis. Tho traveler in foreign lands Is wise to 
avoid milk unless it Is pasteurized. Also, you should avoid 
drinking fresh milk from your friendly fanner neighbor. He 
just might have on infected cow and not know it. The way to 
prevent most cases of brucellosis is to avoid raw milk.

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3-month contraceptive in 10 years? 


. HOUSTON (UPI) — Researchers are 
on the trail of a new birth-control medi- 
cine which they hope will prevent con- 
ception with no side effects and win have 
to be token only once every three 
months. 


Dr. Roy G. Smith of the Baylor College 


of Medicine said scientists have isolated 
an Important protein that unites with 
the sex hormone progesterone to ready 
the uterus for the fertilized egg. If they 
find a nontadc chemical to prevent that 


process, the method could be available 
within 10 years, Smith said. 


He ibid the American Chemical 


Society's recent southwestern regional 
meeting finding the chemical should be 
easier than isolating the protein, which 
took four years of research. 


SMITH SAID the method should be 


perfected in animals within two years, 
but the Food and Drug Administration 
testing could take 7 to 10 years more. 


He raid the method should vastly im- 


prove today's birth-control pill, which 
must be taken daily to prevet ovulatlon 
and has numerous side effects. 


"There will be no side effects," he 


said. "That's the reason for this work." 


He said the only possible problems 


would be rare individual reactions to 
whatever chemical is used. 


Smith said the chemical would be ad- 


ministered locally probably by implant- 
ing a nodule of the agent in the uterus. 
The nodule would slowly dissolve releas- 


ing the chemical and would last threo 
months or more, he said. 


BY PREVENTING the uniting of the 


protein receptor and the progesterona 
the fertilized egg could not attach to the 
wall of the uterus for the fetus to form. 


"We have determined the structure of 


the site where the hormone binds with 
the receptor and are trying to find a way 
to prevent that binding," he said. "Wi 
like to say hopefully it will someday re- 
place the pill." 


Skin cancer hazard? 
Legislator urges fast action 
on study of freon-gas peril 


by MICHAEL J. CONLON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It may be 


too late to head off an increase in 
skin cancer even if Congress acts 
soon to control freon gases being re- 
leased into the atmosphere from 
aerosol sprays and other sources, 
U.S. Rep. Marvin L. Esch, R-MIch., 
said. 


"We must immediately begin a 


comprehensive study so that steps 
can be taken to defuse this potential 
time bomb if a health hazard is prov- 
en," Esch said as Congress began its 
first investigation of the problem. 


Scientists have said that freon 


gases being released into the air 
from aerosol sprays, as well as from 
refrigerators and air conditioners, 
may be eating away at the ozone lay- 
er in the Earth's atmosphere. That 
layer is what filters out harmful ul- 
traviolet rays from the sun and 
which, if seriously depleted, increas- 
es the risk of skin cancer. ' 


A House Commerce subcommittee, 


which today opened hearings into the 
question, has two bills befor it calling 
for a study first and power to later 
ban freons. 


ESCH, IN testimony prepared for 


the hearing, said a University of 
Michigan study wider/ quoted in 


news reports estimates that ozone 
destruction would not reach its peak 
until about 1990, even if all emissions 
were halted now. 


"There are estimates," he added, 


"that this ozone destruction will re- 
sult in an additional 8,000 cases of 
skin cancer by 1990 and at least one 
prediction that the incidence of skin 
cancer could be much higher." 


To delay a priority study of the 


question, Esch said, "could invite 
tragedy end suffering which, because 
of the unusual nature of this problem 
might not be fully upon us for 10 or 
15 years. 


"Yet we are told it may already be 


too late to prevent serious depletion 
of the ozone shield," he said. "In 
fact, we are faced with the unnerving 
prediction that ozone destruction will 
almost certainly result in an in- 
creased Incidence of skin cancer — 
no matter what steps we take within 
the next 12 months."

President's advice no help 
Ever-optimistic dealers 
downplay poor car sales

DETROIT—Nearly 300 now car deal- 


erships have closed their doors during 
the year-long sales slump and at least 
1,000 have changed ownership, but deal- 
ers are maintaining much of their usual' 
optimism. 


Dealers across the country surveyed 


by United Press International cited two 
main factors behind the slump: higher 
prices averaging $400 on 1075 models and 
uncertainty over the national economy. 
Many dealers blamed President Ford for 
his "don't buy" advice In October. 


"The customers still coming In are pret- 


ty well off, but people are in a quandry 
whether this is a so-willed recession," 
George Rlggs, president of a Son Fran- 
Cisco Chrysler-Plymouth dealership, 
said. "They're also wondering how far 
It's going to go before It comes back up. 


"But everybody thinks it will come 


back up." 


THE TRADE publication Automotive 


News said Its dealer census at the end of 
the 1074 — model year in September 
found 23,111 dealerships handling domes- 
tic makes, compared with 23,404 in busi- 
ness a year earlier. 


Tho disappearance of 293 estab- 


lishments was far greater than the de- 
cline of 68 outlets during the 1073 model 
year and the 184 that faded away during 
the 1072 season. 


But Automotive News said the casu- 


alties were fewer than in the earlier peri- 
ods of this decade. The 1070 model year 
resulted in a loss of 703 outlets, and an- 
other 700 loft the business In 1071. 


In November, the 23,111 dealers sold 


503,511 new cars. It was the smallest to- 
tal In a bad year and amounted to less 
than one car a day per dealer. 


LAST SWUNG, Reed T. Draper, a 


Saglnaw, Mich., Chevrolet dealer and 
chairman of the government relations 
committee of tho National Automobile 
Dealers Assoc., was in tho forefront of 
tho doomsayora. Ho admits there was 
static from other dealers because of his 
pessimism. 


"I was much more pessimistic in the 


spring, but I'm kind of optimistic now 
because I see some daylight," Draper 
said. "Right now, everybody is in a wait- 
and-see attitude. 


"Tho nice part about tho auto business 


Li that every day that goes by people are 
using up tho product. When economic 
stabilization comes, there will bo some 
great sales years ahead." 


The thing that has surprised many 


dealers is the strength of tho big car 
market and tho demand for luxury op- 
tions. 


In tho Los Angeles area, one downtown 


Chevrolet dealer said sales were off 25 to 
33 per cent from a year ago, while a 
Hollywood Bulck dealer said ho is up 20 
per cent from this time lost year. 


American Motors dealers In Los Angel- 


es said most people are asking for six- 
cylinder models in hopes for better gas 
mileage. 


A GLENDALE Lincoln-Mercury dealer 


sold his big cars are going as well as 
they did lost year and n Chrysler man 
»ald the mid-sized Newport and Fury 
sales are hurting, but Imperial owners 
are coming back for more. 
. 


Robert Matyne Jr., general sales man- 


agcr of Heritage Cadillac In Atlanta, Ga. 
sold buyers are more cautions and 
"they're not buying as they bought In the 
spring." 


"But, tho people who buy our cm 


have not been knocked out of the market 
yet," Martyne said. Ho sold ho expects 
an upturn in the spring and is adding 20 
more service stalls and 20 more mechan- 
ics. 


AT NELSON-IUrschbcrg Ford in Chi-

cage, Jurgen Hlrschberg sold people ore 
not happy with tho higher prices but 
those that are buying cars want the 
same accessories they always did. 


"The American public is just like 


they've always been. They still wont 
automatic transmissions, power steering 
and stereos," Hlrschberg said. "We've 
sold the same number of Thunderbirds 
as ever and have seen no Increase in eco- 
nomical cars. 


"Lost year, we really did sell more 


small cars during the first three or four 
months of the model year. But in the 
fltst half of this year we started selling 
big models again." 


Ken Bennett, owner of Bennett AMC In 


Oak Park, blamed prices for much of tho 
slowdown in sales. 


"I think the issue is tho price on the 


'75s," Bennett says. "I personally don't 
see where everything has gone up so 
much as to justify that raise." 


Dealers said the people who wont new 


cars ore shopping around more than they 


used to to get the best price, but they're 
still ordering the bigger engines, vinyl 
tops and stereo systems. 


If prices get tho blame for making 


people think twice about buying a new 
car, Ford's economic message made 
some stop thinking about it altogether, 
dealers feel. 


RIGGS IN San Francisco blamed Ford 


for the drop in consumer confidence. 


"We were going good until the new 


President told the prople not to buy 
autos and the message got across pretty 
good," he said. "It's a matter of con- 
sumer confidence more than anything 
else." 


In Los Angeles, another dealer echoed 


the sentiment. 


"When Ford said 'don't buy' a lot of 


people paid attention to him." 


Draper, In Saglnaw, Mich., doesn't ex- 


pect December to be much better than 
October or November. "It's tough to 
compete with Santa Glaus," ho said. 


But Draper sold by February and 


March, barring any new developments to 
curb consumer confidence, there should 
bo on upturn and a pretty fair closeout 
on the '75 models. He admits he's an op- 
timist.

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Christmas wreaths 


You can make one yourself for just pennies 


by MARY B. GOOD 


If you aro going "round" In circles over Christmas, why not create for 


homo or gift-giving n Christinas wreath you mako yourself for pennies? 


Try making a "stick wreath." Gather crooked tree or shrub branches 


(example: honeysuckle or Harry Ladder's walking stick), work the 
branches Into the- shape of a wreath on a wire wreath frame, spray the 
creation with white paint, slap on a bow and stud with a string of tiny 
Italian lights. Skip the lights If you are energy-conscious. If you do use 
lights, use the kind of lights with whlto wiring and white sockets so the 
strings don't show. • 


If you happen to have a can of white spray paint handy and can dig up 


lights from the Christmas tree ornament box, this wreath will set you 
bock only 83 cents for a wire wreath frame or zilch if you use a coat- 
hnngcr shaped into a ring. Rework an old bow or skip it entirely and all 
that this wreath will cost you Is your time. 


ALL WREATHS require the use of scissors, wire cutters, straight pins, 


floral plks, green enamel wire. The lost two can be purchased at (he local 
florist. Ho is used to do-lt-yoursclfcrs and will most undoubtedly oblige 
your request for the plks and wires. Talk to him nicely and he might oven 
sell you a few commercial trims on plks. 


The ever-popular evergreen wreath is evcr-popularly cheap to make, 


especially If your landscaping needs pruning. In making an evergreen 
wreath, use a wire wreath frame for best results. One of the secrets of a 
beautiful evergreen wreath is using only tho TIPS of the evergreens, not 
the whole big branch. Tho whole big branch goes together faster, but 
looks unprofessional. 


The other secret Is to Incorporate several different kinds of greens into 


tho wreath. Balsam fir Is a good background with sprigs of white 
pine (whlto pine Is tho feathery-looking pine with needles in sheaths of 
five), along with arbor vitae, princess pine or whatever is available to 
you. 


If you don't llko tho following wreath idea, you can always cat ill 


Defrost a loaf of frozen bread. Let is rise, then mash it down. Form the 
dough into the shape of a wreath and when you think you have mashed it 
to the point where it won't rise too much, bake it It should come out 
hard as a rock. Better yet, ask a newlywed neighbor who has just tried • 
her hand at bread-baking for the first time for a piece of her dough. , 
You'll get the same results. 


Decorate the bread dough wreath with strung popcorn or cranberries 


on a wire, nuts or whatever is left after the after-school gang ravages the 
cupboard. You'd pay $10 for a bread dough wreath at. a gift shop, and it 
would be made of inedible plastic foam, not real bread dough. You can 
get the same effect for about 50 cents. (Two bagels from the deli make 
companion candle rings for your bread dough wreath!) 


IF YOU JUST unpacked a crate of dishes, don't let all that excelsior 


go to waste. Dredge up a wire wreath frame, wire the packing crate 
material Into the frame and stud with fruit (real or plastic.) The effect is 
European, neopolitan, very Italian. 


Or take a straw wreath (85 cents to $2, depending on the size wreath 


you buy). Ribbon-wrap it so that part of the straw, shows through. Use a 
nativity scene, old tree ornaments or whatever else you can scrounge up 
in that old Christmas ornament box in the attic (or should we say Pan- 
dora's box?) 


Popular this year is the corn husk wreath. If you were lucky enough to 


garner some husks from an unguarded corn field this fall, the husk part 
will cost you nothing. Otherwise you will have to shell out some money 
for husks from Leo Ward's (Morton Grove) or one of the neighborhood 
craft shops that stocks husks. You can make or buy a corn husk doll to 
finish off the wreath as we did. 


Alternate loops of husks attached to three-inch wooden-floral piks with 


alternate loops of No. 40 ribbon (wide), also attached to piks. You'll need 
about seven and a half yards of ribbon to cover a 13-inch diameter straw 
wreath. If you con get the ribbon wholesale, you'll pay about $4 for a bolt 
of 25 yards. (You can use what you don't use on the wreath to wrap 
Christmas presents.) Otherwise you'll pay about 50 cents a yard for 
ribbon (ouch t) at the five and dime. 
j 


HERE'S A CHEAPIE: Scout the neighborhood and offer to prune (as I 


did) the hydrangea bushes of anyone who has a good stand'of dried 
hydrangea blossoms still on the shrub — freebles! Choose the garden 
with tho most shelterless, big full heads of hydrangea. Hustle the' heads 
into the trunk of your car, before the owner of the house offers you a job 
as handyman, go home and wire the hydrangeas with No. 24 green enam- 
el floral wire onto a wire wreath frame. Spray with Mum Shatter, al- 
though these dried blooms will still shatter a bit anyway. Gild with gold 
spray paint, add bow and voila — the last-hydrangea-of-summer wreath!

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Rookie's death advances 
acceptance of policeivomen

The slaying of Gall Cobb, the first poli- 


cewoman ever to die In the line of duty, 
prompted other police officers to accept 
women in law enforcement, according to 
an official of the Police Foundation. 


Catherine H. Milton, assistant director 


of the foundation which promotes police 
reform, told a recent conference at the 
Washington Journalism Center that the 
number of police women on patrol has 
increased from seven to more than 1,000 
in the last three years — most of them in 
the District of Columbia, New York and 
other largo cities. 


The shooting death last Sept. 20 of Miss 


Cobb, a 24-year-old rookie on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia police force, had what 
Miss Milton described as the unusual re- 
sult of advancing the acceptance of wom- 
en in police work. 


"The response was very favorable as a 


result of her death," she said, recalling 
subsequent interviews with other police- 
men around the country: "They felt that 
women bad finally paid their dues." 


SHE SAID MOST policemen concluded 


that if Miss Cobb made any mistake in 
confronting the suspect who killed her, it 
was because she was a rookie and not 
because she was a woman. 


Miss Milton said studies by her founda- 


tion determined that women and men 
Join the police force for the same reasons 
— money, job security and public service 
— and their performance is similar. 


Noting that the opposition to policewo- 


men among the wives of policemen has 
been "played up in the press," Miss Mil- 
ton said she thought it came primarily 


from "women who can't trust their hus- 
bands." Although some "affairs" have 
developed between policemen and poli- 
cewomen working together, she said she 
knew of "no major scandals."

movement: 


• Wllma Scott Heide, former president 


of the National Organization for Women, 
said Watergate was the inevitable out- 
come of "the white masculinity game 
... to win at any price." 


• Barbara Kilberg of the National 


Women's Political Caucus said that at 
both the Democrats' miniconvenhon in 
Kansas City and the Republicans' meet- 
ing in Washington "the coalition that 
walked away with it was black and wom- 
en. 


• Fredi Wechsler, a political analyst 


for NWPC, predicted that North Dakota, 
Florida, Missouri and Illinois will vote to 
ratify the Equal Rights Amendment In 
early 1975.

If you're making the singles scene in 


search of a man, go West, young woman.- 
Or head East. 


California and New York have more 


unmarried men than any other of the 50 
states — 2 million unmarrieds in each 
state. 


Pennsylvania, Illinois and Texas are 


your next best bets, each with more than 
a million eligible men. 


Or Just dlrect-your plans to any urban 


area, where 75 per cent of the unmarried 
men live. 


Better news, too, is that tho supply of 


unmarried males Is Increasing — grown 
from 14.5 million in 1952 to 22.4 million at 
the time of the 1970 census. 


Metropolitan Life statisticians, con- 


stantly studying population trends, .out- 
lined where the boys are as a holiday gift 
for the nation's single women. 


Metropolitan breaks down the ellgibles 


by age groups and there's someone for 
everybody. Some S.9 million were in 


their 20s. An additional 3.3 million were 
18-19. But a significant proportion were 
over age 45 and 10 per cent 65 or older 


BY SOME ROMANTIC fluke, most of 


the eligible men under 45, or 94 per cent, 
were never married, 5 per cent were di- 
vorced and only a few were widowers. 


But at ages 45 to 54, the percentage of 


divorced men rose to 32 per cent, the 
percentage of widowed to 14 per cent. 
And from 55 on, widowers represented 
nearly 30 per cent of the unmarried. Di- 
vorced men accounted for more than 25 
per cent. 


Statistically, the hunting is poorest in 


Minnesota, with 81 eligible men to every 
100 women in the younger age brackets. 


Pennsylvania, Ohio, Iowa, West Vir- 


ginia and Utah also rank low, with un- 
married women exceeding unmarried 
men by more than 15 per cent in the 
younger age brackets. 


Presumably then, these states are 


where men shopping for a wife may be 
found. 


For women also, there's opportunity In 


Alaska, Hawaii, Nevada and Rhode Is- 
land. In Alaska, largely because cf the 
number of servicemen stationed there, 
young unmarrieds outnumber tingle 
women by more than two to one. And 
Hawaii, Nevada and Rhode Island all 
have over 20 per cent more young un- 
married men than women. 


NATIONALLY. THE percentage of 


widowers ranged from 3.9 in Alaska to 
12.4 in Arkansas. Other states with sub- 
stantial numbers of widowers were 
Maine, New Hampshire, Iowa, Missouri, 
Nebraska, West Virginia, Florida and 
Mississippi. 


Of divorced men, regionally, the high- 


est percentage were in the Pacific states 
and the lowest percentage of unmarrieds 
in the Middle Atlantic. 


Metropolitan Life didn't have statistics 


on financial status to go with the num- 
bers. But finding'out about his money is 
part of shopping.

Toddlers benefit from Safety Town 


Toddlers are not too young to learn 


what hurts and kills. 


All they need are adults to teach them 


in well organized programs of safety 
education, research at the University of 
Illinois at Urbana-Champalgn shows. 


Nick Adesso, a student earning a doc- 


torate In health and safety education at 
UIUC, measured what 4 and 5-year olds 
learned in a program of safety education 
o f f e r e d 
by mothers in Urbana- 


Champalgn. 


Adesso selected two similar groups of 


100 preschool children. One group attend- 
ed Safety Town, 10 days of instruction in 
a toddler-size network of roads and traf- 
fic signs and in classrooms. 


The children drove pedal cars along 


painted Intersections 
observing how 


traffic safety lights and road signs pro- 
tect both drivers and pedestrians. They 
concentrated on learning to avoid mov- 
ing automobiles, the" most important 


cause of deaths among preschool young- 
sters. 


They «L» were taught to avoid poisons, 


railroad (racks and strangers who offer 
rides. 


A TEST OF SO questions given orally 


to all 200 children showed that the Safety 
Town graduates usually gave correct an- 
swers to about SO per cent of the ques- 
tions, while youngsters who had not re- 
ceived instruction averaged only about 15 
per cent correct. 


Adesso's wife, Cathi, recruited testers 


who did not know which children had 
participated in Safety Town so the test- 
ing would be unbiased. 


"To my knowledge, this Is the first 


' time anyone has measured what children 
learned from Safety Town instruction," 
Adesso said. 


"The results show, I believe, that Safe- 


ty Towns are effective and probably save 
some lives by warning children of lethal 


dangers," he sad. 


The Safety Town used in Adesso's 


study is similar to others in the United 
States, including Arlington Heights. 


Adesso is continuing his research with 


a study of different safety town pro- 
grams to measure how much children 
learn and how much they remember one 
year and two years after they receive 
instruction. Results of the research will 
be used for bis doctoral thesis.

Road 


through Buffalo Grovo and Wheeling will 
spur Industrial growth and help relieve 
traffic congestion on Dundee Road, vil- 
lage managers of both suburbs predict. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson of Buffalo 


Grovo said officials are looking for the 
road work to got tho village on the track 
of Industrial growth. Wheeling Mgr. 
George Passolt, said ho sees tho road as 
a way to relievo heavily traveled Dundee 
Road. 


Work on tho roadway Is expected to 


begin next year making It a major cast- 
west route between Highland Park and 
Barrlngton. Lake-Cook now ends at Mil- 
waukee Avenue on tho cast and at U. S. 
Rto. 12 on tho west. 


For Buffalo Grovo, Larson said the 


facelifting should spark tho industrial 
growth that tho vlllagi has long ex- 
pected. Ho said tho road will present 
easy accosa to a 700-acro site the village 
has set asldo for such expansion. 


THE LARGELY undeveloped property 


currently lies east of tho village but Is 
zoned for Industrial use. Tho site was In- 
cluded In tho village's comprehensive 
plan for future growth and anticipated 
road Improvements that would attract 


tho flow of Industrial development. 


THE AREA NOW Is "landlocked" for 


lack of adequate access, something that 
Larson said has been keeping developers 
away from Buffalo Grove. 


"Without Lake-Cook Road," Larson 


said, "Industrial growth and expansion in 
our town is limited." Ho said, however, 
that once the $3 million project Is well un- 
der way Buffalo Grovo will experience a 
"domino effect" of Industry over about a 
10-year period. 


"Buffalo Grove will sec a lot of firms 


in the planning stages, under construc- 
tion or already occupying space," ac- 
cording to Larson. 


In Its Buffalo Grovo stage, Lake-Cook 


road will be widened to four lanes but 
will be relocated to run behind tho vil- 
lage hall on Raupp Boulevard. Tho vil- 
lage board gavo tho Cook County High- 
way Dcpt. a green light for widening and 
rerouting earlier this year. 


LARSON* SAID HE has been told a 


number of developers bavo Indicated in- 
terest In xetting up shop In Buffalo Grovo 
as soon as the project begins' to take 
shape but said "they (developers) don't 
want to commit themselves until they'c 
assured of access." 


Son, 9, neighbors save

Police credit tho cool thinking of a 


0-year-old Arlington Heights boy in sav- 
ing tho life of his mother in a predawn 
knife attack in her bedroom. 


Tho accused assailant, Emery J. 


Lounsbury, 62, of Elgin, attacker Diane 
Kottko In her bed at 905 S. Walnut Avo., 
with a knife, police sold. Her son ran to 
a neighbor's homo after ho found tho 
telephone*-lines at his home had been cut 
by tho Intruder. 


Lounsbury, formerly of S S. Drydcn 


PI., Arlington Heights, had to be subdued 
by police even though ho had been 
stabbed once in tho back by his Intended 
victim and fought with two men neigh- 
bors after being struck In the head with 
a steam Iron. 


Lounsbury was listed In Improved 


condition Sunday at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital whoro ho is recovering 
from his Injuries under police guard. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Kottke, 20, a di- 


vorcee, was awakened In the predawn 
hours Friday when she saw a man with a 
flashlight enter her bedroom. She told 
police she at first thought it was one of 
her two children, but the man jumped on 
her and said he was going to kill her. 


The Intruder stabbed her once In tho 


left armpit, and Mrs. Kottko called out to 
her son, who was In (ho room, to tele- 
phone the police. 


Tho boy tried the telephone but dis- 


covered the line was dead and ran to the 
house of a neighbor, Lawrence Sevcrson, 
013 S. Walnut, crying: "Someone Is try- 
Ing to kill my mother!"

Larson also pointed to the probability the 
project would cause a shift in the geogra- 
phical center of the village. 


Tho newly rejuvenated Dundee Road is 


currently looked upon as the mid-point 
being the most heavily traveled area 
and tho prime location for stores and 
shops. 


In addition to providing an access 


route to an industrial site, Lake-Cook will 
also open tho way to the proposed town 
center, according to Larson. 


A study Is to begin early next month on 


the feasibility of creating the center on a 
currently undeveloped 80-acre site north 
of. Lake-Cook-between'1 Buffalo Grove 
Road and 111. Rte. 83. 


Village officials hope the center will 


serve as a downtown area for Buffalo 
Grove and that the concept,will attract 
commercial businesses spurring further 
residential growth. 


TO WHEELING Village Mgr.,George 


Passolt, Lake-Cook Road improvements 
will servo to provide more even traffic 
distribution on wheeling streets. 


Ho 'said, however an improved Lake- 


Cook road would probably "lend itself" 
to further Industrial development in 
Wheeling despite the fact the village al- 
ready has several developed industrial 
areas.

Young may cancel 
his trip to Chile

U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-10th, 


said ha may have to cancel plans for a 
trip to Chile to search for information 
concerning tho death of a DCS Plaines 
man in 1973. 


Young, who lost his bid for reelection 


to Democrat Abncr J. Mikva Nov. 5, said 
the trip may have to bo put off or can- 
celed completely because Congress will 
be in session until Dec. 20. 


Tho congressman has said that the 


trip, announced 12 days before tho elec- 
tion, was not an attempt to garner votes. 


THE INQUIRY had been aimed at 


learning more about tho death of Frank 
R. Toruggi Jr., who was killed during tho 
military overthrow of President Salvador 
Allcndo In September 1973. 


Young sold that ho would not be able 


to make tho trip at taxpayer expense, 
but left tho door open that ho might Jour- 
ney to Chile at his own expense after tho 
first of tho year. 


Young said ho would continue to press 


the State Department to provide infor- 
mation regarding tho death of Tcruggl. 


THE CHILEAN government has never 


taken responsibility for tho Incident. The 
military junta which now runs the coun- 
try insists Teruggi was shot, perhaps by 
terrorists, after ho was released from 
custody. Teruggi and his roommate had 
been arrested in their apartment on tho 
outskirts of Santiago for violating the 
curfew Imposed after Allcnde's ouster. 


American officials In Chile have been 


unable to provide much Informalton re- 
garding TcruggTs arrest or where bo 
might navo been during a 24-hour period 
between tho timo the Chilean govern- 
ment claims ho had been released and 
when his body was brought to a Santiago 
morgue. 


At tho time Young announced tho trip 


ho indicated he would make tho trip af- 
ter tho Congressional recess in Decem- 
ber.

daughter Nancy, 17, a senior at Maine 
East High School. Nancy said she found 
the robin six years ago in her backyard 
when it was a fledgling with an injured 
wing. 


She kept the bird, nursed it to health, 


decided to make it her pet and it has 
remained a family fixture since then. 


"MY MOTHER was actually the first 


one to see him," Nancy said. "He was in 
some bushes and our dog Boots found 
him.

Nancy said she tried to raise other

Her son ran to 
a neighbor's house after he found tho 
tclcphonCNincs at his homo had been cut 
by tho Intruder. 


Lounsbury, formerly of S S. Drydon 


PI., Arlington Heights, had to be subdued 
by police even though ho had been 
stabbed once In tho back by his Intended 
victim nnd fought with two men neigh- 
bors after being struck In tho head with 
a steam iron. 


Lounsbury was listed In Improved 


condition Sunday at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital where ho Is recovering 
from his injuries under police guard. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Kottko, 29, a di- 


vorcee, was awakened In tho predawn 
hours Friday when she saw a man with a 
flashlight enter her bedroom. She told 
police sho at first thought It was one of 
her two children, but the man jumped on 
her and said he was going to kill her. 


Tho Intruder stabbed her once in the 


left armpit, and Mrs. Kottko called out to 
her son, who was In the room, to tele- 
phone the police. 


The boy tried tho telephone but dis- 


covered tho lino was dead and ran to the 
house of a neighbor, Lawrence Severson, 
915 S. Walnut, crying: "Someone Is try- 
Ing to kill my mother!" 


Severson told his wife to call police 


while ho ran to Mrs. Kottko's aid. 


MEANWHILE, Mrs. Kottke had. man- 


aged to grab the knife from Lounsbury 
and stab him In the back, stunning him 
momentarily. Taking this opportunity, 
she tried the telephone. 


Lounsbury recovered and again at- 


tacked Mrs. Kottke and wrestled the 
knife away from her and stabbed her 
several times In the arm. 


Severson and the child ran Into the 


bedroom and Severson jumped on Loans- 
imry's back and pulled him away from 
Mrs. Kottke. 


As the two men wrestled for control of 


the knife, Severson yelled for Mrs. 
Kottko to hit the attacker with some- 
thing. She smashed a blue vase on 
Lounsbury's head but he continued fight- 


Ing and stabbing Severson. 


Mrs. Kottke then struck Lounsbury In 


the head with a steam iron. Bleeding 
profusely, Lounsbury fought on, police 
said.

What mon- 
ey there Is, we'd like to have our sbaro 
of it to help keep up with inflation."

Parks to consider 
building golf course 


The Elk Grove Park Board Is planning 


lo look Into tho possibility of turning va- 
cant land along Salt Crock into a nine- 
hole golf course. 


Together, tho park district and the vil- 


lage own about 40 acres along tho creek 
between Clonrmont Drive and Walnut 
Lane. 


Tho property is a marshy area that of- 


ten floods, but with the completion of the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed project, 
park officials bcllovo It may be suitable 
for a small golf course. 


"I think onco tho Salt Creek program 


Is completed, tho land will bo more us- 
able," Park Board Prci. Lew Smith 
said. "Wo want lo start investigating the 
golf course Idea now because tho water- 


shed project Is well under way." 


Tho $33 MILLION project is in- 


tended to minimize flooding all along 
Salt Creek and will benefit at least 12 
area communities including Elk Grove 
Village. Work has been in progress for 
the past two years in the Busse Woods 
retention area of tho Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve in Elk Grove Township, where 
a 389-acro basin Is roaring completion. 


Smith said ho has been told that the 


park district may bo able to arrange for 
a free fcasbility study on the golf course 
proposal through tho Illinois Dcpt. of Lo- 
cal Government Affairs. Tho agency, 
Smith said, can conduct studies on proj- 
ects that could bo financed by the sale of 
revenue bonds. 


The land being considered could possi- 


bly accommodate a nine-hole, par three 
course, Smith said. It may be necessary 
to lay out the course with some holes on 
one side of the creek and others on the 
opposite side because property lines of 
some homes along Clearmont Drive ex- 
tend to the creek. 


If a study shows that the land would be 


suitable for a golf course, Smith said be 
believes the course would be utilized by 
the community. 


"Right now, there are no golf courses 


at oil within our bondaries," he said. "I 
think it would probably be pretty well 
used. We'll Just have to see whether we 
can work it out. Right now, we're strictly 
in the exploratory stage."

PI., Arlington Heights, had to be subdued 
by police oven though ho had been 
stabbed onco In tho back by his Intended 
victim and fought with two men neigh- 
bors after being struck In the head with 
a steam Iron. 


Lounsbury was listed In Improved 


condition Sunday at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital where ho Is recovering 
from his Injuries under police guard. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Kottke, 29, a di- 


vorcco, was awakened in tho predawn 
hours Friday when she saw a man with a 
flashlight enter her bedroom. She told 
police she at first thought It was one of 
her two children, but the man Jumped on 
her and said he was going to kill her. 


Tho intruder stabbed her once in the 


left armpit, and Mrs. Kottko called out to 
her son, who was In the room, to-tele- 
phono the police. 


The boy tried tho telephone but dis- 


covered tho lino was dead and ran to the 
house of a neighbor, Lawrence Severson, 
915 S. Walnut, crying: "Someone Is try- 
ing to kill my mother!" 


Severson told his wife to call police 


while ho ran to Mrs. Kottko's aid. 


MEANWHILE, Mrs. Kottke had man- 


aged to grab tho knlfo from Lounsbury 
and stab him In the bnck, stunning him 
momentarily. Taking this opportunity, 
she tried the telephone. 


Severson and the child ran into the 


bedroom and Severson jumped on Loans- 
t>ury's back and pulled him away from 
Mrs. Kottko. 


As tho two men wrestled for control of 


the knife, Severson yelled for Mrs. 
Kottke to hit the attacker with some- 
thing. She smashed a blue vase on 
Lounsbury's head but he continued fight- 
ing and stabbing Severson. 


Mrs. Kottke then struck Lounsbury in 


the head with a steam iron. Bleeding 
profusely, Lounsbury fought on, police 
said. 


Another neighbor, Craig Wisnlewski, of 


924 S. Walnut Ave., arrived at this time. 


Arlington Heights patrolmen Thomas 


Morris and Alen Vargo entered the bed- 
room moments later, subdued Lounsbury

Parks seek backing for lobby group 


The Elk Grove Park Board is seeking 


support in a move to organize a lobby 
group to give area park districts a more 
effective voice in state and national park 
legislation. 


Park Board Pres. Lew Smith Friday 


said he hopes to form a broad-based coa- 
lition of northeastern Illinois park dis- 
tricts to push for legislation to provide 
more sources of park revenue. 
' Smith said he is looking into pending 
park legislation to use as a vehicle for 
urging park districts to band together to 
support the measure. A revenue-sharing 
bill end a bill to give park districts a 
portion of state lottery profits are two he 
is considering. 


"The problem is that we only have two 


means of revenue — property taxes and 
fees," Smith said. "Many times legisla- 
tion if written to specifically exclude 
parks. We're not asking for any special 
favors, Just quit excluding us; What mon- 


ey there is, we'd like to have our share 
of it to help keep up with inflation." 


LACK OF INFORMATION on pending 


bills in the Illinois General Assembly has 
seriously hlndrod park lobbying efforts in 
the past, Smith said, probably making it 
wise for the coalition to hire a part-time 
or even full-time person to monitor ac- 
tion in Springfield and relay the progress 
on bills back to the group regularly. 


"Law writers need to get the message 


on park needs," he commented. "They 
tend to get the word from us when it's 
past time for committee hearings and 
that's really kind of late."If park districts 
had a faster way to hear about legisla- 
tion, it could result in more beneficial 
laws than we get when we don't hear 
about them until after the fact." 


Smith sees appointing one member of 


area park boards as a representative to 
the political coalition as the best way of 
organizing the group. The representa- 
tive's duty would be, be. said, to provide 


input to the group and report back to his 
board on the coalition's activities. 


The park board president stressed that 


the proposed coalition would be strictly a 
political group separate from the Illinois 
Assn. of Park Districts, of which all park 
commissioners are members, or the 
Northwest Park 
District Conference 


formed about four years ago. 


I INTEND to make it clear to prospec- 


tive members that we're not trying to 
start an organization to be in competition 
with IAPD," Smith said. "We have more 
park districts in the northeastern four- 
county area than the est of the state 
combined and we' have our own special 
problems, mainly because we have more 
population and less'land." 


Smith said he considers some of the 


purposes of the proposed group to be to: 
• Make park commissioners more po- 


litically aware. 


• Make state lawmakers more aware 


of park district needs. 


• Foster responsible parks and recrea- 


tion legislation. 


• Promote IAPD legislation at the 


grassroots level. 


• Improve communication between lo- 


cal boards and the IAPD. 
• Provide a conduit for local boards 


and area legislators. 


• Provide for closer cooperation be- 


tween park districts on common prob- 
lems as they relate to the political scene. 


The focus of the group will be on state 


park legislation, but Smith said the coali- 
tion also will do whatever possible to 
promote beneficial federal legislation. 


"On the national level,'I'm unsure of 


how successful we could be because 
we're one of only three states in the 
country with park districts that arc sepa- 
rate taxing bodies," he commented. 


Smith hopes to establish the coalition 


as soon as possible and-said he plans to 
contact area park districts by letter with- 
in the next 30 days.

<Park board rejects land donation from Campanelli

The Schaumburg Park Board for tho 


first time has rejected a land donation 
from a developer. Tho 5.6-acro site was 
described as watcrdetcntlon area unsui- 
table for park use. 


The board voted unanimously to reject 


tho land parcel bounded by Andrew, Vic- 
toria, Pochct and Samosct lanes, which 
was offered by Campanelli Bros. Build- 
ere. Minutes later the board voted to ac- 
cept a nearby Campanelli donation 
known as Oak Hollow Farm. 


Comr. Robert Bock suggested commis- 


sioners meet with "the village fathers" 
to explain the action so it would not bo 
misinterpreted and jeopardize "our rela- 
tionship with the village." When devel- 
opers request zoning changes, donations 
are sought by the village zoning board 
and then turned over to the respective 
governmental bodies. . 


PAUL DERDA, park district director, 


said there are only two-15-foot access- 


ways to the rejected site, which is sur- 
rounded by homes and that the 5.6 acres 
would not serve Ideally as a neighbor- 
hood park. "And It's going to be under 
water a lot of the time," Derda added. 


Homeowners in the area attended two 


board meetings last summer to complain 
about conditions of tho property, not 
knowing it had been deemed public use 
but that the deed had not been turned 
over to tho district. Officials asked 
Campanelli to have the site graded and 
seeded after the residents voiced their 
concern. They also were upset that they 
had been told when they purchased their 
homes that the site would contain a tot 
lot, but nothing had been done. 


"It is not in the best interest of the 


park district to take it over," said Der- 
da. "We have to adequately serve the 
needs of the people." 


He said there is nothing wrong with 


having a detention facility on a park site, 
but not on a site with very limited access 


and playing area. Ron Dudley, superin- 
tendent of porks, said he could never 
recommend installation of playground 
apparatus there because of the water sit- 
uation. 


"We're not fighting the developer," 


Derda said. "Campanelli has been very 
good to us." He added that he did not 
blame developers for trying to pass off 
land with detention areas because of the 
high price of land and strict Metropolitan 
Sanitary District requirements. 


COMR. DAVID Johnson said the park 


district should take inventory of all pub- 
lic use land in upcoming developments 
and keep close tabs on them. Park dis- 
trict officials said they liked the other 
donation, an 8-acre parcel basically com- 
posed of trees next to the Timbercrest 
subdivision near Andrew Court. 


Derda also expressed concern that an 


old tree grove on public use land on 
Camponelll's Unit 21 near Wise Road and 
Braintree Drive might be lost. Derda and 


Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54 of- 
ficials met with Campanelli representa- 
tives about the donation. Derda said the 
park-school site had been shifted onto • 
seven-acre portion including the tree 
grove. 


"If there is any way they can design 


the school around it, they will," Derda 
said. 


Dist. 54 officials have called for more 


stringent guidelines concerning devel- 
oper donations.

Son, 9, helps save mom from attack

' Police credit the cool thinking of a 
9-year-old Arlington Heights boy in sav- 
ing the life of his mother in a predawn 
knife attack in her bedroom. 


The accused assailant, Emery J. 


Lounsbury, 62, of Elgin, attacker Diane 
Kottke In her bed at 905 S. Walnut Ave., 
with a knife, police said. Her son ran to 
a neighbor's house after he found the 
telephone lines at Ills homo had been cut 
by the intruder. 


Lounsbury,. formerly of 5 S. Drydeh 


PL, Arlington Heights, had to be subdued 
by police even though he had been 
stabbed once in the back by his intended 
victim and fought with two men neigh- 
bors after being struck In the head with 
a steam Iron. 


Lounsbury was listed in Improved 


condition Sunday at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital where he is recovering 
from his injuries under police guard. 


POLICE-SAID Mrs. Kottke, 29, a di- 


vorcee, was awakeried in the predawn 
hours Friday when she saw a man with a 
flashlight enter her bedroom. She told 
police she at first thought it was one of 
her two children, but the man jumped on 
her and said he was going to kill hen 


The intruder stabbed her once .in the 


left armpit, and Mrs. Kottke called out to 


her son, who was in the room, to tele- 
phone the police. 


The boy tried the telephone but dis- 


covered the line was dead and ran to the 
house of a neighbor, Lawrence Sevcrson, 
915 S. Walnut, crying: "Someone is try- 
ing to kill my mother!" 


Severson told his wife to call police 


while he ran to Mrs. Kottke's aid. 


MEANWHILE, Mrs. Kottke had man- 


aged to grab the knife from Lounsbury 
and stab him In the back, stunning him 
momentarily. Taking this opportunity, 
she tried the telephone. 


Lounsbury recovered and again at- 


tacked Mrs. Kottke and wrestled the 


knife away from her and stabbed her 
several times in the arm. 


Severson and the child ran into the 


bedroom and Severson jumped on Louns- 
bury's bock and pulled him away from 
Mrs. Kottke. 


As the two men wrestled for control of 


the knife, Severson yelled for Mrs. 
Kottke to hit the attacker with some- 
thing. She smashed a blue vase on 
Lounsbury's head but he continued fight- 
ing and stabbing Severson. 


Mrs. Kottke then struck Lounsbury in 


the head with a steam iron. Bleeding 
profusely, Lounsbury fought on, police 
said.

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Pirates hold off Saxons; now 2-0 in MSL

The word is out that the only way to 


stop Palatine's basketball loam Is to stop 
their Throo-M-Boys — Mark Mara, Jim 
Mnycan, and Kevin McKcnna. 


But you must stop all three, and, It 


seems, oven that may not do tho trick. 


Friday night in Schaumburg, Maycan, 


a 6-foot-3 plvotmnn, spent most of the 
game on the bench with a pesky knee 
bruise. And McKcnna, a 6-5 sophomore 
with a 20-polnt average, was in early foul 
trouble and left for good with just five 
points. 


So that meant Mara had to pick up 


where the other M's left off. The fl-5 se- 
nior center — on his 18th birthday, no 
less — dropped In 14 points and grabbed 
12 rebounds to lead the Pirates to a ner- 
vous 42-10 victory over the Schaumburg 
Saxons. The win gives coach lion Fin- 
frock's squad a 5-1 record, 2-0 In the Mid- 
Suburban League. 


"When we're missing just one of tho 


M-boys It hurts," said Flnfrock later. 
"You can see what happens when we're 
missing two." 


Mara had some important friends on 


tho court, even though their names didn't 
begin with M. Chris Burrus, at guard In 
place of the Injured Tom luorio, turned 
In a fine effort as point-man, and Ken 


Art 
Stevenson 


Reid, a 6-5 junior starting In Maycan's 
spot, scored eight points and pulled down 
some big rebounds. 


Then there was Arthur William Steven- 


son, another 0-5 plvotman, who answers 
to either Art or Bill. 


Stevenson had nine points, Including 


five for nix from tho line. Ills layup on a 
pass from Held pushed Palatine into a 
41-40 lead with 35 seconds left In the 
game. The blond senior had scored a 
minute earlier to give the Pirates what 
seemed like a safe 30-34 bulge. 


"I don't know If it's just that Art 


wakes up toward the end," said Fin- 
frock. "I think ho just asks himself to do 
a little more in the last three minutes. 
When It's down to the nitty-gritty, Art's 
gonna be there." 


Tho last-second heroics were necessary 


because coach Joe Breault's Saxons 
staged a determined comeback bid 
against the taller, more experienced Pi- 
rates. Schaumburg actually took a 40-39 
edge on a couple of free throws by 6-3 
junior Jon McHralth, wh led all scorers 
with 10 points. 


"We were down by 11 at one point," 


said Brcault, whose team Is now 0-2 in 
league play but still 4-3 overall. "We 
stayed with them, though. I was really 
pleased with the way our kids were 
patient on offense." 


The Saxons keyed on Mara, who en- 


tered the game with a 26-polnt average, 
and they held him scoreless for the first 
13 minutes. But Bnrrus hit a pair of jum- 
pers and McKenna contributed a three- 
point play to give Palatine a 13-1 lead 
after one quarter. 


"Actually, we boat ourselves In the 


first half," Brcault admitted. "We 
couldn't score and turnovers hurt us, 
too." 


Nino points from 
Mcllralth kept 


Schaumburg in tho game in the first 
half. The Saxons trailed, 23-14, at inter- 
mission. 
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"We wanted to hold the ball away from 


Mcllralth1 as much as possible," said 
Palatine's Flnfrock.

Four baskets by Mara In the second 


half helped build a 27-10 Pirate lead mid- 
way through the third quarter, but Pala- 
tine couldn't put the game out of reacb. 


Schaumburg's effective full-court press 


forced numerous Pirate turnovers and 
transformed a potential rout into a nail- 
biting thriller In the:flnal quarter.

Saxon guard Ron Geels popped two

That's when Stevenson broke free un- 


der the basket, took Reid's pass, and 
bnnkcd In the winner. 


The Saxons still had plenty of time for 


a winning bucket, but Geels' iWooter 
with seven seconds remaining rimmed 
the hoop and rolled out. Then Burrus was 
fouled and his free throw made it final —

'Cats overpower Cougars

Wheeling head basketball coach Ted 


Ecker stood impatiently in the doorway 
of the lockerroom, watching the inter- 
minable preliminary game drag on, mut- 
tering to himself, "This game is never 
going to end." 


In retrospect his impatience was un- 


derstandable. Ecker was anxious to see 
his Wildcats take the floor to crush Co- 
nant, 69-36, on the Cougars' floor Friday 
night and even Wheeling's MSL record at 
1-1 while Conant slipped to 0-2. 


The loss draped further gloom over the 


Conant program and, In light of Pros- 
pect's impressive beating of Wheeling 
last week, made the possibility of a re- 
peat South Division title a pipedream at 
best. 


"Theso cross-over conference games 


really hurt," Conant coach Dick Redlln- 
ger said, "and we've had two of the 
toughest in Arlington and Wheeling. 


"We've been playing the type of game 


where we hold 'em for a few minutes 
then make some mental errors and give 
up five quick points. We'll play 'em even 
again until we let down for another five 
or so but we can never make up the ones 
we lost" 


The fact is, Wheeling just had too 


much of everything for Conant. 


The Wildcats are a big, talented team 


that will progress with each game. Their 
biggest player. 6-10 Steve Crlss, has been 
playing the sport only two years and, al- 
though he has only a single move to the 
basket presently, his potential is limit- 
less. 


Criss used the move, a simple spin to 


the baseline followed by a short three- 
foot jumper, and shot over an assortment 
of dwarfed defenders for 12 points. He 
looked sluggish at times and the tight 
little shot didn't go in as much as Ecker 
would've liked but all the kid lacks is 
polish and all that takes is time and 
work.

If he had Criss' size to combine 
with his development he'd make a lot of 
folks forget Kersey's Dave Conine. - 


And, finally, there was Rymer. He buz- 


zed around every moment he was In the 
game, snapping at the ball and making 
the Cougars ache for every step he took 
on the court. On offense Rymer hit for 
eight points and dished the ball Into the 
big men underneath. 


"I think our aggressiveness was the 


determining factor," Ecker aaid, '.'our 
man to* man defense just didn't allow 
them anything. Especially in the second 
half." 


Conant's problems had started before 


that The Wildcats threw a full court 
press on them which prompted the Cou- 
gars to turn the ball over numerous 
times. And when they did get the ball 
into their court the shots they were tak- 
ing weren't falling. 


Mike Frisch and Ed Berry hit from the 


outside early enough to give Conant their 
only lead at 4-2 but Conant's big man, 
Ron Sulaski, didn't touch the ball until 
the first quarter was nearly over and, 
although he shot well from the field, Su- 
laski didn't get the ball enough to do any 
damage.

eight." Ecker said of the 31-23 edge, '/but 
we were making ours count this time and 
scoring on the offensive boards. Against 
Prospect we got 12 offensive rebounds In 
the late going but converted only.two. 
We cashed in on a lot of those tonight'.!.' 


Rymer, whose harassment kept Co- 


nant's offense offstride all night, drew 
praise from his coach. 


"There is nobody we will face any 


quicker than Rymer," Ecker said. "And 
on defense tonight he even looked a little 
tired. He took the game away from Lock- 
port last week and she did the same 
thing tonight I asn't surprised with the 
way he handled his man. He'll handle 
anybody."

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'Cost of houses will rise 
Permit-fee increases 
have builders crying 


Residential and commercial developers 


have reacted with dismay to the decision 
by Rolling Meadows officials to increase 
substantially the cost of building per- 
mits. 


One developer, Edward Zalc of Zalo 


Construction Co., sold the decision will 
"make It more difficult for people to 
buy" new homes in Rolling Meadows. 
Zalo Is developing the Meadow Edge 
townhouso project west of Plum Grove 
School. 


"The cost of my houses will go up 


$200," said Zalo when Informed of the 
new rates. Tho Increases were approved 
by tho city council Tuesday night. 


COMPARISONS PROVIDED by city 


officials show an Increase In tho permit- 
rate schedule of about 400 per cent for 
office and commercial buildings and 
about 40 per cent for residential build- 
Ings. 


"It makes It more difficult for people 


to buy" now homes In the city, Zalo said. 
While ho said "I don't like It," ho added 
ho would take no action In response to 
tho new rates because ho believes dovcl- 


Itlcs in meeting their mutual goal of pro- 
viding housing. 


"The City of Rolling Meadows has 


been very reasonable In tho past. Build- 
ers should cooperate with municipalities 
as much as possible, because they have 
tho same problems. Wo arc both trying 
to provide housing," Zale said. 


Zale has obtained permits for only 28 


of tho townhouscs In his development, 
and has zoning for about 200 more. He 
anticipates seeking zoning for on addi- 
tional 150 homes, ho said. Based on 
sample comparisons provided.by city of- 
ficials, Zalo said tho cost of permits for 
his homes will Increase from about $500 
each to about $700 each. 


"Wow. That's a big Increase. That's al- 


most a 40 per cent increase," Zale said. 


Zalo Is a member of tho Home Build- 


ers Assn. of Greater Chicago, which re- 
views actions such as the building permit 
Increase on request of Its members, and 
sometimes has convinced municipalities 
to roll them back, said Hcrschel Farr, 
association executive. 


FARR AGREED the increase "will 


only add to tho sales price of homes" at

The U.S. Housing and Community De- 


velopment Act, a possible source of thou- 
sands of dollars for local Improvements, 
will bo explained to members of tho Roll-

zoning committee tonight. 


Wilton Battles, an officer of Planning 


llorozons Inc., will attend tho meeting at 
8 p.m. to explain tho act he describes as 
"quite Innovative, In that it gives vil- 
lages and cities considerably more flexi- 
bility In requesting and applying federal 
funds for worthwhile community proj- 
ects." 


A total of $8.5 billion in federal grants 


Is available for such projects as streets, 
sewers, walor facilities, parks, flood con- 
trol, drainage and flro protection facil- 
ities. 


TO QUALIFY for the funds, Rolling 


Meadows likely would havo to spend 
some money of Its own. 


City Engineer James Muldownoy told 


tho committee last month tho city's mas- 
ter plan Is not of sufficient quality to sat- 


isfy-the demands of the act. Rolling 
Meadows would havo to prepare a new 
master plan, ho said, and the city would 
probably have to hire a consultant firm 
to do tho planning work. 


Tho city also would be required to de- 


velop a housing assistance plan, a one- 
year program to assist low-ond nodor- 
ato-lncomo housing. Tho housing plan 
would Include a survey of existing hous- 
ing In tho city, an assessment of housing 
needs for such groups as elderly or hand- 
icapped persons or largo families, and an 
annual -goal for meeting those needs. 
Proposed locations for new housing 
would bo Identified, he said. 


Tho city Is not obligated to prepare the 


plans If it does not apply for funds. But 
Muldownoy said It could be unwise not to 
prepare them. 


THE FUNDS ALSO are available to 


developers. Muldowncy and representa- 
tives of tho Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission have said developer op-

OFFICERS OF Gould Inc., which is 


building its international headquarters In 
the city and still needs permits for sev- 
eral.- office- buildings; also declined' com- 
ment. The Gould Center is at Golf Road 
and the Northwest Tollway. 


Jack Jackson, a Gould vice president, 


asked "Is 
this a method of dis- 


couragement?" But he added he could 
not comment until he evaluates the new 
.schedule and examines the dry's 
rationale in adopting it. 


Aid. John T. Rock, 3rd, who Introduced 


the new'schedule, said the increases are 
needed to enable the city to meet future 
needs of new developments for such ser- 
vices as water and sewer without charg- 
ing part of tho cost to .current residents. 
Ho particularly noted the cost of new 
wells. 


Zalo said he did not know If such costs 


arc properly financed through building 
permits. Ho noted developers often pay 
the cost of bringing sewer and water 
mains to their own property, and always 
pay Installation costs within their proper- 
ty.

Two administrators in Palatine-Rolling 


Meadows Dist. 15 have been appointed 
hearing officers for parents challenging 
student records in the district's 20' 
schools. 


Deputy Supt. Joseph Kiska and Paul 


Jung, administrative assistant for per- 
sonnel and planning, were appointed last 
week by the board of education. They 
will review parent complaints about the 
contents of student records. 


According to a federal law that went 


into effect last month, parents must be 
allowed to see their child's school record 
and may challenge the content of the 
record through a hearing with the school 
district..

Wednesday the district already has re- 
ceived some requests for hearings. Dist.

Park districts 
seek support 
for lobby group 


The Elk Grove Park Board la seeking 


support In a move to organize a lobby 
group to give area park district* a more 
effective voice in stato and national park 
legislation. 


Park Board Pr«. Low Smith Friday 


Mid he hopea to form a broad-bawd coa- 
lition of northeastern Illinois park dis- 
tricta to push for legislation to provide 
more sources of park revenue. 


Smith said he is looking into pending 


park legislation to use as a vehicle for 
urging park districts to band together to 
support the measure. A revenue-sharing 
bill and a bill to give park districts a 
portion of state lottery profits an two ho 
is considering. 


"The problem is that wo only have two 


moans of revenue — property taxes and 
fees," Smith said. "Many times leglsla. 
Uon is written to specifically exclude 
parks. We're not asking for any special 
favors, Just quit excluding us. What mon- 
ey there is, we'd like to have our share 
of it to help keep up with inflation." 


LACK OF INFORMATION on pending 


bills in the Illinois General Assembly has 
seriously hlndred park lobbying efforts in 
the past, Smith said, probably making it 
wise for the coalition to hire a part-time 
or even full-time person to monitor ac- 
tion in Springfield and relay the progress 
on bills back to the group regularly. 


"Law writers need to get the message 


on park needs," he commented. "They 
lend to get the word from us when it's 
past time for committee hearings and 
that's really kind of late. If park districts 
had a faster way to hear about legisla- 
tion, it could result in more beneficial 
laws than we get when w« don't hear 
about them until after the fact." 


Smith sees appointing one member of 


area park boards as a representative to 
the political coalition as the best way of 
organizing the group. The representa- 
tive's duty would be, he said, to provide 
input to the group and report back to his 
board on the coalition's activities. 


The pork board president stressed that 


the proposed coalition would be strictly a 
political group separate from the Illinois 
Assn. of Park Districts, of which all park 
commissioners are members, or the 
Northwest Park District Conference 
formed about four years ago. 


I INTEND to make it clear to prospec- 


tive members that we're not trying to 
start an organization to be In competition 
with IAPD," Smith said. "We have more 
park districts in the northeastern four- 
county area than the eat of the stato 
combined and we nave our own special 


problems, mainly because we have more 
population and less land." 


Smith said he considers some of the 


purposes of the proposed group to be to:. 


• Make park commissioners more po- 


litically aware. 


• Make stato lawmakers more aware 


of park district needs. 


• Foster responsible parks and recrea- 


tion legislation. 


• Promote IAPD legislation at the 
grassroots level. 


• Improve communication between lo- 


cal boards and the IAPD. 


• Provide a conduit for local boards 


and area legislators. 


• Provide for closer cooperation be- 


tween park districts on common prob- 
lems as they relate to the political scene. 
• The focus of the group win be on stato 
park legislation, but Smith said the coali- 
tion also will do whatever possible to 
promote beneficial federal legislation. 


"On the national level, I'm unsure of 


how successful we could be because 
we're one of only three states in the 
country with park districts that are sepa- 
rate taxing bodies," he commented. 


Smith hopes to establish the coalition 


as soon as possible and said he plans to 
contact area park districts by letter with- 
in the next 30 days.

Coughlin 
received 92, Serio 62 and Payton 46 on 
the only ballot needed for a majority 
vote. Tho voting was weighted for pre- 
cincts •with the most registered voters 
and plurality by which Vlllago Pres. 
Wendell E. Jones, also a Republican, 
carried the precincts in 1973. 


COUGHLIN WILL be the lone candi- 


date who has previously run for office, 
winning a two-year term on the Republi- 
can ticket in 1973. Serio, a Republican 
precinct captain and area chairman, has 
been a resident of Palatine for four 
years. 


Serio was the first to announce his can- 


didacy and credited his win to "early 
campaigning and tho endorsement of 
most of the members of the village 
board." He had the support of Jones, 
trustees James L. Shaw, Coughlin and 
Robert J. Guss Jr. Serio campaigned 
with Guss for several weeks to obtain 
support among precinct captains and 
convention delegates. 


Saturday's convention marked tho first 


time tho local Republicans have opened 
their slatcmaklng procedure to the pub- 
lic. In tho past, voting was done solely by 
precinct captains. But this year other 
Republican delegates cast votes in the 
slatcmaklng. "This time we have three 
times as many people involved," Jones 
told the group. 


Trustee Richard W. Fonto gave the 


keynote speech outlining accom- 
plishments of the Republican Party dur- 
ing the past two yean since the party 
swept into office. The Republicans over- 
whelmingly defeated another slate made 
up primarily of Incumbents — the Vll- 
lago Independent Party. 


FONTE SAID tho Republican Party 


will continue Its "position of activism" to 
solve local problems.'He blasted Trustee 
Fred H. Zajonc, only non-Republican'on 
the village board. 


Ho said Zajonc and former trustee 


Clayton W. Brown had "opposed efforts 
to clean and dredge the creek" and tried 
to stop flood control measures begun by 
the Republicans. Zajonc has not an- 
nounced whether ho will seek another 
term. Ho was dumped by the Republi- 
cans four years ago and won election on 
tho VIP slate. 


The Republican candidates said they 


will follow the party's platform and at- 
tempt to roll back taxes and fees without 
reducing essential village services. Tho 
candidates were questioned by tho au- 
dience and sold, if necessary, the village 
payroll might bo cut to hold the line on 
the budget.

Homeowners show so-so support 
Village officials won 9t seek annex 


Palatine will not push for .annexation 


of three northern subdivisions, Village 
Pres. Wendell E. Jonas sold after an In- 
formal vote at a homeowners meeting'in- 
dicated less-than-majority support for 
tho measure. 


The vote came Friday at a meeting of 


residents from English Valley, Heather- 
lea and Pepper Tree subdivisions which 
was called by village officials to discuss 
tho annexation proposal. Forty-eight 
voted in favor of annexation, 55 against 
and 10 were undecided. 


"If wo do not hear from you, we will 


stop the (annexation) program," Jones 
told those present at the meeting after 


the vote was taken. 


THE RESIDENTS can begin annexa- 


tion on their own by gathering petitions 
signed by the majority of property own- 
ers, the owners of more than 50 per cent 
of the total land area involved and the 


1 majority of registered voters in the three 
subdivisions. 


The officials presented figures to the 


residents showing they could save more 
than $60 annually by annexing. 


Average tax bills would increase about 


$60 on a house with an equalized as- 
sessed valuation of $10,000 as a result of 
annexation, the figures showed. 


Offsetting the tax increase, village offi- 


cials said, would be a $5 monthly reduc- 
tion in the cost of commuter parking per- 
mits, an $8 annual reduction In vehicle. 
sticker cost, reduction of at least $86 in 
refuse removal costs and lower fire in- 
surance rates. 


THE MAIN ADVANTAGE would be 


lower water and sewer rates, said 
village officials. The three subdivisions 
arc served by Ferndale Heights Utility 
Co. and pay an average annual utility 
bill of $176.84 per household. The com- 
pany has a request for a 16.5 per cent 
rate increase pending before the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. If approved, this 
would raise the average bill to $206.44. 


The village has a six-month option to' 


purchase a portion of the Ferndale 
Heights system,serving the three subdi- 
visions for about $2 million. Jones said 
the option will only be exercised if the 
residents decide to annex to the village. 


If the annexation is completed, the av- 


erage annual water and sewer cost would 
be $173.75, which includes the cost of re- 
tiring bonds that would have to be issued 
to purchase the utility system. 


SEVERAL RESIDENTS indicated they 


would look more favorably on annexation 
if the village could negotiate a lower pur- 
chase price for the utility system, there-

Son, 9, helps save mom from attack

Police credit the cool thinking of a 


9-year-old Arlington Heights boy In sav- 
ing the life of his mother in a predawn 
knife attack in her bedroom. 


The accused assailant, Emery J. 


Lounsbury, 62, of Elgin, attacker Diane 
Kottke in her bed at 905 S. Walnut Avc., 
with a knife, police said. Her son ran to 
a neighbor's house after he found the 
telephone .lines at'hls home had been cut 
by the Intruder. 


Lounsbury, formerly of 5 S. Dryden 


Pi., Arlington Heights, had to be subdued 
by police even though he had been 
stabbed once in the back by his intended 
victim and fought with two men neigh- 
bors after being struck In the head with 
a steam iron. 


Lounsbury was listed In improved 


condition Sunday at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital where he is recovering 
from his injuries under police guard. 


. POLICE SAID Mrs. Kottke, 29, a di- 
vorcee, was awakened in the predawn 
hours Friday when she saw a man with a 
flashlight enter her bedroom. She told 
police she at first thought it was one of 
her two children, but the man Jumped on 
her and said he was going to kill her. 


The intruder stabbed her once in the 


left armpit, and Mrs. Kottke called out to 
her son, who was in the room, to tele- 
phone the police. 


Tho boy tried the telephone but dis- 


covered tho line was dead and ran to the 
house of a neighbor, Lawrence Severson, 
915 S. Walnut, crying: "Someone is try- 
ing to kill my mother!,'1 


Severson told his.wife to call police 


while he ran to Mn. Kottke's aid. 


MEANWHILE, Mn. Kot£e had man- 


aged to grab the knife.from Lounsbury. 
and stab him in the back,, stunning him 


momentarily. Taking this opportunity, 
she tried the telephone. 


Lounsbury recovered and again at- 


tacked Mrs. Kottke and wrestled . the 
knife away from her and stabbed her 
several times in the arm. 


Severson and the child ran into the 


bedroom and Severson Jumped on Louns- 
bury's back and pulled him away from 
Mrs. Kottke. 


As the two men wrestled for control of 


the knife, Severson yelled for Mrs. 
Kottke to hit the attacker with some- 
thing. She smashed a blue vase on 
Lounsbury's head but he continued fight- 
ing and stabbing Severson. 


Mrs. Kottke then struck Lounsbury in 


the head .with a steam iron.. Bleeding 


profusely, Lounsbury fought on, police 
said. 


Another neighbor, Craig Wisniewski, of 


924 S. Walnut Ave., arrived at this time. 


Arlington Heights patrolmen Thomas 


Morris and Alen Vargo entered the bed- 
room moments later, subdued Lounsbury 
and handcuffed him after' disarming 
him. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. para- 


medics arrived at the scene shortly after 
the police and transported the attacker 
and his victims to Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Mrs. Kottke and Severson were treated 


for stab wounds. Lounsbury was admit- 
ted to the Intensive care unit with head 


injuries and the stab wound inflicted by 
Mrs. Kottke. 


Sunday afternoon, Lounsbury was 


transferred from the intensive-care unit 
after he regained consciousness, accord- 
ing to a hospital spokesman. He is under 
police guard at the hospital. 


Lounsbury has been charged with at- 


tempted homicide, burglary, aggravated 
battery and armed violence. Bonds total- 
ing $100,000 were set on the charges 
against him. 
; 


Police said Lounsbury pried open a 


rear door with a screwdriver afte'r 
apparently cutting the telephone lines 
from the house. He slipped off his mud- 
caked shoes, which were found near the 
door, before his attack, police said.

ship." Tazelaar said there are only 15 
physicians in the township to serve 50,000 
residents. Rosanova practices in Chi- 
cago. 


Two other requests to rezone property 


were heard by the zoning board: 


• Julius Cohen, president of the Jul- 


son Realty and Construction Co., Mount 
Prospect,, requested the rezoning of 10 


acres of residential property on the north 
side of Rand Road east of Baldwin Road 
to build 41 six-unit apartment buildings. 
The $3.5 million project would include 246 
two-bedroom apartments, 420 parking 
spaces, a central swimming pool, bath 
house and recreation building. Construc- 
tion is scheduled to begin in the spring.:'

by reducing the bond interest payments. 


Gene Dorsch, president of the English 


Valley Homeowners' Assn., said that 
sowers had been Installed by the devel- 
oper and deeded over to the utility com- 
pany. Therefore tho residents might end 
up being charged twice for the sewers, 
he said. 


He added that residents own the out- 


side water meters since they had to pay 
ISO for them at tho time of occupancy 
and this should be considered In the ne- 
gotiations. 


OTHER RESIDENTS argued that they 


do not use some of the services that 
would be cheaper If they were village 
residents. They questioned what .benefit 
tho annexation would have for the vil- 
lage. 


Jones said the main Interest of the vil- 


lage Is In rounding out its boundaries so 
it could "control growth on our fringes." 


Ho described tho eventual boundaries 


of the village as Illinois and Euclid ave- 
nues on the south and Quentln and 
Roselle roads on tho west, Dundee Road 
on the north and III. Rte. S3 on the east. 


THE VILLAGE would stand to gain 


about $66,000 annually if It annexes tho 
three subdivisions, which have an esti- 
mated population of 3,000. 


Jones explained that the village receiv- 


es $10 per resident In motor fuel tax re- 
bates, $5 In federal revenue sharing and 
$7 In state revenue sharing funds. 


"It Is not a profitable relationship," 


said Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig, re- 
ferring to the police, flro and municipal 
services the village would have to pro- 
vide to the annexed area. 


THE SUBDIVISIONS do not have 


streetlights and some residents wanted 
to know If they would bo required to in- 
stall them If annexed. 


"If you wanted streetlights, you would 


come to us and we would assess you. If 
you do not want them, you would not get 
streetlights," sold Jones. 


"Financially, with current cash out of 


pocket, It's a wash," said Edward Perry, 
a resident of Hcathcrlea. He said he fa- 
vors the annexation because of tho in- 
creased value of the homes if they were 
in the village and Improvement In such 


service as police protection and snow re- 
moval. 


OTHER RESIDENTS indicated they 


favored the annexation because of devel- 
opment control. "If I lived anywhere but 
Cook County, I would probably vote no," 
said one resident. 


Residents against the annexation ques- 


tioned the figures on annual savings and 
indicated they were not Interested in 
some of the services the village has to 
offer. 


Another group of residents strongly 


against the annexation lives.outside the 
three subdivisions in the 70-acro Palatine 
Ridge area but would probably be includ- 
ed in any annexation. 


Tho main concern of Palatine Ridge 


residents was that they would be forced 
to hook into the village utility system be- 
cause they currently have. individual 
wells and septic tanks. 


"We would give you a reasonable peri- 


od of time to cap tho wells and if the 
septic system is working wo wouldn't 
make you hook In and expend a great 
amount of money," said Jones. 
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tion in Springfield and relay the progress 
on bills back to the group regularly. 


"Law writers need to get the message 


on park needs," he commented. "They 
tend to get the word from us when it's 
past time for committee bearings and 
that's really kind of late. If park districts 
had a faster way to hoar about legisla- 
tion, it could result in more beneficial 
laws than we get when we don't hear 
about them until after the fact." 


Smith sees appointing one member of 


area park boards as a representative to 
the political coalition as the best way of 
organizing the group. The representa- 
tive's duty would be, be said, to provide 
input to the group and report back to his 
board on the coalition's activities. 


The park board president stressed that 


the proposed coalition would be strictly a 
political group separate from the Illinois 
Assn. of Park Districts, of which all park 
commissioners are members, or the 
Northwest Park District .Conference 
formed about four years ago. 


I INTEND to make it clear to prospec- 


tive members that we're not trying to 
start an organization to be in competition 
with IAPD," Smith said. 
(<We have more 


park districts in the northeastern four- 
county area than the est of the state 
combined and we have our own special 
problems, mainly because we have more 
population and less land." 


Smith said he considers some of the 


purposes of the proposed group to be to: 


• • Make park commissioners more po- 
litically aware. 


• Make state lawmakers more aware 


of park district needs. 


• Foster responsible parks and recrea- 


tion legislation. 


• Promote IAPD legislation at the 


grassroots level. 


• Improve communlcationNbetween lo- 


cal boards and the IAPD. 


• Provide a conduit for local boards 


and area legislators. 


• Provide for closer cooperation be- 


tween park districts on common prob- 
lems as they relate to the political scene. 


The focus of the group will be on state 


park legislation, but Smith said the coali- 
tion also will do whatever possible to 
promote beneficial federal legislation. 


"On the national level, I'm unsure of 


.how successful we could be because 
we're' one of only three states in the' 
country with park districts that are sepa- 
rate taxing bodies,-" he commented. 


Smith hopes to establish the coalition 


as soon as possible and said he plans to 
contact area park districts by letter with- 
in the next 30 days.

'Low-cost expertise' 
Village to put seniors 'to wo rk *

Senior citizens will be taking a more 


active part in the Mount Prospect village 
operations in 1975-76, Village Mgr. Rob- 
ert J. Eppley said. 


Eppley sold he Is planning to use local 


seniors as part-time help in areas where 
tho seniors may be skilled, such as ac- 
counting. He said special projects often 
crop up, requiring trained personnel for 
a limited amount of time. 


Noting that seniors are allowed only a 


limited Income if they draw Social Secur- 
ity, Eppley said the program would allow 
retired persons to work without dis- 
qualifying themselves from Social Secur- 
ity benefits. 


THE PROGRAM also would help the 


village, Eppley said, because part-time 
workers do not receive regular benefits 
such* as insurance and paid holidays. 
"Wo can get all kinds of expertise for a 
very reasonable amount and yet be sav- 
ing the village money," he said. 


Eppley sold he has been involved with 


a similar program in other towns where 
he has been manager, and sold it was 
very successful. In Mount Prospect, he. 
said the program would have an added 
advantage because of the existing village 
program for senior citizens. 


"I've never had an agency that could'

get me this data," Eppley said, noting 
that the Senior Citizens Office is cur- 
rently looking for-seniors interested In 
the program. The manager said this will 
allow him to know what talent is avail- 


, able before drafting a program. 


The end result will be a kind of talent 


pool, which Eppley said he could draw 
on when needed. He said areas where 
seniors might be used would include ac- 
counting and engineering as well as pub- 
lic works, .which already employes one 
retired man In the parts area. 


BECAUSE FUNDS for the program 


will not be available this year, Eppley 
said no seniors are likely to be hired un- 


til the 1975-76 budget goes into effect 
May 1, 1975. If there are'still no funds 
available for the program, Eppley said 
the list of talent would go to the village 
board for use as a possible source of new 
commission members. 


"There's no reason why everyone has 


to be young," he said. 


The village already has a well-devel- 


oped senior-citizen program. A "senior- 
citizens' office, funded through a govern- 
mental grant, provides subsidized tax- 
icab rides, a hot-meals service and dis- 
counts at local stores and restaurants. 


Most recently, the village announced a 


health-screening program that will go 
into effect after the first of the year. Vil- 
lage board members also have called for 
the establishment of a special senior citi- 
zens center, with Trustee 0. T. Gustus 
suggesting the present public library 
building once a new library Is built. 


The seniors office is at the Mount 


Prospect Community Center, 600 S. See- 
Gwun Ave. If a new center is estab-, 
lished, the program may be expanded to 
Include recreational activities such as 
arts and crafts and woodworking. 


The most recent census in Mount Pros- 


pect, in 1973, showed 3,000 of the village's 
46,525 residents are 60 years of age or 
older.

Son, 9, helps save mom from attack

Police credit the cool thinking of a

knife attack in her bedroom.

Kottke In her bed at 905 S. .Walnut Ave., 
with a knife, police said. Her son ran to 
a neighbor's house after he found the 
telephone'lines at his home hod been cut 
by the intruder. 


Lounsbury, formerly of 5 S. Dryden 


PL, Arlington Heights, had to be subdued 
by police even though • he. had been 
stabbed once in the back by his intended, 
victim and fought with two men neigh- 
bors after being struck In the head with 
a steam iron. 


Lounsbury was listed In improved 


condition Sunday at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital where he is recovering 
from his injuries under police guard. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Kottke, 29, a di- 


vorcee, was awakened in the predawn 
hours Friday when she saw a man with a 
flashlight enter her bedroom. She told 
police she at first thought it was one of,, 
her two children, but the man jumped on 
her and said he was going to kill her. 


The intruder stabbed her once in the 


left armpit, and Mrs. Kottke called out to 
her son, who.was in the room, to tele-, 
phone the police. 


The boy tried the telephone but dis- 


covered the line was dead and ran to the 
house of a neighbor, Lawrence Severson,, 
915 S. Walnut,-crying: "Someone Is try- 
ing to kill my mother!" 


Severson told his wife to call; police 


while he ran to Mrs.'Kottke's aid. 


MEANWHILE, Mrs. Kottko had man- 


aged to grab the knife from Lounsbury 
' and stab him hi the back, stunning him 
momentarily. Taking,this opportunity, 
she tried the telephone. 


Lounsbury recovered-and'again at- 


tacked Mrs. Kottke and wrestled the 
knife away from her and stabbed her 
several times in the arm. 


Severson and the child ran into the 


bedroom and Severson Jumped on Louns- 
bury's back and pulled him away from 
Mrs. Kottke. 


As the two men wrestled for control of 


the knife, Severson yelled for Mrs. 
Kottke to hit the attacker with some- 
thing.. She smashed a blue vase on 
Lounsbury's head but he continued fight- 
Ing and stabbing Severson. 


Mrs. Kottke then struck Lounsbury in 


the head with a- steam iron. Bleeding 
profusely, Lounsbury fought on, police 
said. 


Another neighbor, Craig Wisniewski, of 


924 S. Walnut Ave., arrived at this time. 


Arlington Heights patrolmen Thomas 


Morris and Alen Vargo entered the bed- 
room moments later, subdued Lounsbury 
and handcuffed him after disarming 
him. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dept. para- 


medics arrived at the scene shortly after 
the police and transported the attacker, 
and his victims to Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Mrs. Kottke and Severson were treated 


for stab wounds. Lounsbury was admit- 
ted to the intensive care unit with head 
injuries and the stab wound inflicted by 
Mrs. Kottke. 


Sunday afternoon, Lounsbury was 


transferred from the intensive-care unit 
after he regained consciousness, accord-? 
ing to a hospital spokesman. He is under 
police guard at the hospital.

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2 neighbors, 
son save mom 
from attacker

Police credit the cool thinking of a 


0-year-old Arlington Height* boy In sav- 
ing the Ufa of his mother In a predawn 
knife attack In her bedroom. 


Tito accused assailant, Emery 
J. 


Lounsbury, 63, of Elgin, attacker Diane 
Kottke In her bed at DOS S. Walnut Avo., 
with a knife, police said. Her son ran to 
a neighbor's house after ho found tho 
telephone lines at his homo had been cut 
by the Intruder. 


Lounsbury, formerly of S S. Drydcn 


PI., Arlington Heights, had to bo subdued 
by police oven though ho had been 
stabbed once in the back by his Intended 
victim and fought with two men neigh- 
bors after being struck In tho head with 
a steam Iron. 


Lounsbury was listed In Improved 


condition Sunday at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital where he Is recovering 
from his Injuries under police guard. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Kottko, 20, a di- 


vorcee, was awakened In tho predawn 
hours Friday when she saw a man with a 
flashlight enter her bedroom. She told 
police she at first thought It was one of 
her two children, but tho man jumped on 
her and said he was going to kill her. 


Tho Intruder stabbed her once In tho 


left armpit, and Mrs. Kottke called out to 
her son, who was in tho room, to tele- 
phono the police. 


The boy tried the telephone but dis- 


covered the lino was dead and ran to the 
house of a neighbor, Lawrence Soverson, 
015 S. Walnut, crying: "Someone Is try- 
Ing to kill my mother!" 


Severson told his wife to call police 


while he ran to Mrs. Kottko's aid. 


MEANWHILE, Mrs. Kottko had man- 


aged to grab tho knife from Lounsbury 
and stab him in tho back, stunning him 
momentarily. Taking this opportunity, 
she tried the telephone. 


Lounsbury recovered and again at- 


tacked Mrs. Kottke and wrestled the 
knifo away from her and stabbed her 
several times In tho arm. 


Severson and the child ran into the 


bedroom and Soverson Jumped on Louns- 
"mry's back and pulled him away from 
Mrs. Kottke. 


As the two men wrestled for control of 


the knife, Severson yelled for Mrs. 
Kottke to hit the attacker with some- 
thing. She smashed a blue vase on 
Lounsbury's head but he continued fight- 
Ing and stabbing Soverson. 


Mrs. Kottke then struck Lounsbury in 


tho head with a steam Iron. Bleeding 
profusely, Lounsbury fought on, police 
said. 


Another neighbor, Craig Wlsnicwskl, of 


024 S. Walnut Ave., arrived at this time. 


Arlington Heights patrolmen Thomas 


Morris and Men Vorgo entered the bed- 
room moments'later, subdued Lounsbury 
and handcuffed him after disarming 
him. 


Arlington Heights Fire Dcpt. para- 


medics arrived at the scene shortly after 
the police and transported the attacker 
and his victims to Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


Mrs. Kottke and Severson were treated 


for stab wounds. Lounsbury was admit- 
ted to the Intensive care unit with head 
Injuries and the stab wound inflicted by 
Mrs. Kottke. 


Sunday 
afternoon, 
Lounsbury was 


transferred from tho intensive-care unit 
after he regained consciousness, accord- 
Ing to a hospital spokesman. He is under 
police guard at tho hospital. 


Lounsbury has been charged with at- 


tempted homicide, burglary, aggravated 
battery and armed violence. Bonds total- 
Ing $100,000 were set on the charges 
against him.

Police said Lounsbury pried open a 


rear door with a screwdriver after 
apparently cutting tho telephone lines 
from the house. He slipped off his mud- 
caked shoes, which were found near the 
door, before his attack, police said.

Village may rent voting machines 


Voters in Arlington Heights village 


election next April may be using voting 
machines instead of the paper ballots 
traditionally used for local elections. 


For the first time, County Clerk Stan- 


ley T. Kusper is offering to rent the ma- 
chines to municipalities for the cost of 
transporting them to local polling places. 


Village Clerk Ruth Ruff said that in 


checking with Kusper's office she found 
it would cost the village $60 per machine. 


The village established 
35 polling 


places for tho 1973 village election. If it 
duplicates that number next year, it 
would cost $2,100 to rent the machines. 


The cost of the 1973 election, including 


printing of ballots, renting polling places 


and paying election judges, was $13,361. 


MRS. RUFF SAID she did not know if 


it would be worthwhile to rent the ma- 
chines, but said she has requested a let- 
ter spelling out the details of the cost, 
installation and servicing of the machin- 
es. 


An agreement would have to be ap- 


proved by the county and the village 
board if the machines were to be used. 


One factor that makes balloting by ma- 


chine attractive is the relatively long list 
of candidates expected on local ballots. 


Up for election will be five scats on the 


village board, four places on the library 
board of directors and three places on 
the park board. 


TWO REFERENDUM questions — a 


tax rate increase for the park district 
and a bond issue for expansion of the 
library — also may be before the voters. 


Mrs. Ruff said the county would have 


to supply ballots for the machines and 
supervise their installation as well as 
moke sure a mechanic was in the area to - 
repair them on election day. 


Running against the advantages of vot- 


ing machines is the relatively small 
number of residents who vote in village 
elections. In 1973, only 5 per cent of Ar- 
lington Heights' 32,000 registered voters 
bothered to vote for Caucus Party candi- 
dates running unopposed for the village 
board.

The focus of the group will be on state 


park legislation, but Smith said the coali- 
tion also' will do whatever possible to 
promote beneficial federal legislation. 


"On the national level, I'm unsure of 


how successful we could be because 
we're one of only three states in the 
country with park districts that are sepa- 
rate taxing bodies," he commented. 


Smith hopes to establish the coalition 


as soon as possible and said he plans to 
contact area park districts by letter with- 
in the next 30 days.
